The German press is indulging in a 
tone of oxtravagant self-satisfaction over 
the success of German diplomacy in 
China. The fact that Emperor Willlam 
personally conferred the Order of the Red 
Kagle upon Baron yon Bulow, the Ger- 
man Foreign Minister, for his share in 
the affair, indicates that the Emporor is 
delighted with the outcome of his policy. 

The newspapers, with the exception of 
the Vossische Zeitung, are full of sneer- 
ing remarks at England’s expense. 

It is now discovered that if Germany | 
moves further north she is bound to clash | 
with Russian interests; if further south, 
then with English interests. 

Various rumors are current as to con- 
ferences of the powers to settle the Chi- 
nese question, but none can be relied 
upon. Herr Richter, in the Freisinnige, 
thinks an unnecessury noise has been 
made for what he calls an omelette; and 
he says he cannot perceive any commer- 
cial adyantage in the acquisition of Kiao- 
Chou. 





Crushing Defeat for England. 
Vienna, Jan. 7.—The Deutsche Zei- 
tung, echoing German feeling, says: 
“England has suffered a crushing de- 
feat, but there is no fear of war. The 
British lion roars, but he does not bite, 
All civilized nations ought to be grateful 
to Emperor William for haying destroyed 
the myth of Great Britain’s universal 
domination.’ 


The Lease is for 99 Years. 
London, Jan. 7,—The Times says this 
morning it understands the terms of Ger- 
many’s lease of Kiao-Chou to be 99 in- 
stead of 50 years.

This is the widow Martha of Bethany 
Yos, I will show you also the pet of the 
houschold. This is Mary, the youngor 
sister, with a book under hor arm and 
her face having no appearance of anxiety 
Company has come. Christ 
stands outside the door, and of ‘course 
there is a good deal of excitement insite 
the door. ‘Tho disarranged furniture is 
hastily put aside, and thé hair is brushed 
back, and tho dresses are adjusted as woll 
as, in so short a time, Mary and Martha 
can.attond to these matters. Thoy did 
not keep Christ standing at the door until 
they were nowly appareled or untill thoy 
had elaborately arranged their trosses, 
then coming out with their affected sur- 
prise as though they had not hoard tho 
two or three preyious knookings, saying, 
“Why,is that you?’

It would haye been better if they had 
divided the work, and then they could 
have divided the opportunity of listening 
to Jesus. But Mary monopolizes Christ 
while Martha swelters at the firo, It was 
a yery important thing that they should 
have a good dinner that day. Christ was 
hungry, and he did not often hayo a lux-

urious entertainment. Alas me, if -the 
duty had deyolyed upon Mary, what a 
repast thati would haye been! But some- 


thing went wrong in the kitchen. Per- 
haps the fire would not burn, or the 
bread would not bake, or Martha scalded 
her hand, or something was burned 
black that ought only to have been made 
brown, and Martha lost her patience, and 
forgetting the proprieties of the occasion, 
with besweated brow, and, perhaps, with 
pitcher in one hand and tongs in the 
other, she rushes out of the kitchen into 
the presence of Christ, saying, ‘‘Lord, 
dost thou not care that my sister hath 
left me to serye alone?’ Christ scolded 
not a word. If it were scolding, I should 
rather have his scolding than anybody 
else's blessing. There was nothing acerb., 
He knew Martha had almost worked her- 
self to death to yet him something to eat, 
and so he throws a world of tenderness 
into his intonation as he seems to say: 
‘*My dear woman, do not worry. Let the 
dinner go. Sit down on this ottoman 
beside Mary, your younger sister. Mar- 
tha, Martha, thou art careful and troubled 
about many things, but one thing is 
needful.'’ As Martha throws open that 
kitchen door I look in and see a great 
many household perplexities and anxio- 
ties. 

First there is the trial of nonapprecia- 
tion. That is what made Martha so mad 
with Mary. The younger sister had no 
estimate of her older sister's fatigues. As 
now, men bothered with the anxieties of 
the store and office and shop, or coming 
from the stock exchange, they say when 
they get home: “Oh, you ought to be in 
our factory a little while! You ought to 
have to inanage 8 or 10 or 20 subordin- 
ates, and then you would know what 
trouble and anxiety are!’ Oh, sir, the 
wife and the mother has to conduct at 
the same time a university, a clothing 
establishment, a restaurant, 4 laundry, a 
Jibrary, while she is health officer, police 
and president of hor realm! Sho must do 
a thousand things, and do them well, in 
order to keep things going smoothly, and 
so her brain and her nerves are taxed to 
the utmost. I know thereare housekeepers 
who are so fortunate that they can sit¢ in 
an armchair in the library or lie on the 
belated pillow and throw off all the care 
upon subordinates who, having large 
Wiges and great experience, can attend to 
all of the affairs of the houschold. Those 
are the exceptions, I am speaking now of 
the great mass of housekecpers—the wo 
men to whom life is a struggle, and who 
af 80 years of ago look as though they were 
40, and at 40 look as though thoy were 
50, and at 50 look as though thoy wore 
60. The fallen at Chalons and Austerlitz 
and Gettysburg and Waterloo are a small 
number compared with the slain in the 
great Armageddon of the kitchen You 
9° out to the cemetery and you will see 
that the tombstones all read b iutifully 


poetic, but if those tombstones would 
speak the truth, thousands of them would 
gay: ‘Hero lios a woman killed by too

When 
will women in all ciroles find out that it 
is honorable to do anything that ought 


to be done? 

Again, there is the trial of severe econ- 
omy. Nine hundred and ninety-nine 
households out of the thousand are sub- 
jected to it, some under more and some 
under loess stress of circumstances. Especi- 
ally if a man smoke very expensive, cigars 
and take very costly dinners at the restau- 
rants he will be severe in demanding 
domestic economies. This is what kills 
tens of thousands of women—attempting 
to make $5 do the work of $7. A young 
woman about to enter the married state 
said to her mother, ‘‘How long does the 
honeymoon last?’’ The mother answered, 
“The honeymoon lasts until youask your 
husband for money.’’ How some men do 
dole out money to their wives! ‘‘How 
much do you want?’’ ‘“‘A dollar.’’ ‘‘You 
are always wanting a dollar. Can't you 
do with 50 cents?’’ If the husband has 
not the money, let him plainly say so. If 
he has it let him make cheerful response, 
remembering that his wife has as much 
right to it as he has. How the bills come 
in! The woman is the banker of the 
household. Sho is the president, the 
cashier, the teller, the discount clerk, and 
there is a panic every fow weeks. This 
80 years’ war against high prices, this 
perpetual study of economics, this lifelong 
attempt to keep tho outgoes less than the 


income, exhausts innumerable house- 
keepers. 
Oh, my sister, this is a part of the 


Divino discipline! If it were best for you, 
all you would have: to do would be to 
open the front windows, and the rayens 
would fly in with food, and after you 
had baked 50 times from the barrel in 
the pantry the barrel, like the ono of 
Zarephath, would be full, and the shoes 
of the children would last as long as the 
shoes of the Israelties in the wilderness— 
40 years. Besides that this is going to 
make heayen the more attractive in the 
contrast. ‘They neyer hunger there, and 
consequently there will be none of the 
nuisances of catering for appotites, and in 
the land of the white robe they neyer have 
to mond anything, and the air in that 
hill country makes everybody well. [here 
are no rents to pay, every man owns his 
own house, and a mansion at that. It 
will not be so great a change for you to 
haye a chariot in heayen if you haye been 
in the habit of riding in this world. It 
will not be so gruat a change for you to 
sit down on the bansk of the river of life 
if in this world you had a country seat, 
but if you have walked with tired feot in 
this world what a glorious change to 
mount celestial equipage! And, if your 
life on earth was domestic martyrdom, 
oh, the joy of an eternity in which you 
shall haye nothing to do except what you 
choose to do! Martha has had no drudgery 
for 18 centuries! I quarrel with the thoo- 
logians who want to distribute all the 
thrones of heaven among the John 
Knoxes and the Hugh Latimers and the 
Theban legion. Some of the brightest 
thrones of heaven will be kept for Chris- 
tian housekeepers. Oh, what a change 
from here to there, from the time when 
they put down the rolling pin to when 
they tuke up the scepter! If Chatsworth 
park and the Vanderbilt mansion were to 
be lifted into the celestial city, they 
would be considered uninhabitable rook- 
eries, and glorified Lazarus would be 
ashamed to be going in and out of either 
of them. 

There are many housekeepers who 
could get along with their toil if it were 
not for sickness and trouble. The tact is, 
one-half of the women of the land are 
more or less invalids. The mountain lass 
whohas neyer had an ache or apain may 
consider household toll inconsiderablo, 
and toward evening she may skip away 
miles to the flelds and drive home the 
cattle, and she may until 10 o’olock at 
night fill the house with laughing racket. 
But, oh, to do the work of life with worn- 
out constitution, when whooping cough 
has been raging fer six woeks in the 
housghold, making the night as sleepless 
as the day! That is not so easy Perhaps 
this comes after the nerves have been 
shattered by some bereavement that has 
left desolation in oyery room of the house 
and set tho crib in the garret because the 
occupant has been hushed into a slum 
berwhich needs no mother’s lullaby. Oh, 
she could provide for the whole group & 
great deal better than she oan for a part 
ofthe group, now the rest are gone! 
Though you may tell her God is taking 
care of those who are gone, it is mother 
like to brood both flocks, and one wing 
she puts over the flock in the house; the 
other wing she puts over the flook in the 
grave, 

There is nothing -but the old fashioned 
religion of Jowus Christ that will take a 
woman happily through the trials of

Grand News From 
mora-Belmont District. 


Plant 
Opened by Miss Grace Carscallen 
--An 
Up-to-Date 


The Cordoya Exploration Co.'s 


Expert’s Description of an 
Plant--A 


Good Time in the Marmora Region 


Reduction 


--Wealthy Concerns Haye Come 


to Stay. 


(From a Correspondent.) 
Marmonka, Jan. 7. 

An incident of great benefit to the min- 
ing district of North Hastings and one of 
similar interest to the whole province, took 
place lately at the Belmont mine, near this 
place, now being operated-byghe Cordova 
Pxploration Co., Limited, of Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, England. I refer to. the 
opening of the company’s new stamp mill 
by Miss Grace Carscallen, daughter of A. 
W. Carscallen, M.P., who formerly owned 
and developed the property. 

The opening took place in the presence 
of a number of persons who had been in- 
yited by the General Manager, Mr. David 
G. Kerr, of Glasgow, Scotland, late Super- 
intendent of one of the mines of this same 
company in Norway, who arrived in this 
country to take charge of the property on 
the 15th of August last. 

In company with Mr. Kerr, the party 
made an examination of the main shaft, 
which is sunk to a depth of 132 feet, and 
is now being still fuether developed by 
sinking and drifting. A levelis being run 
at a depth of 70 feet and one at the bottom 
of the shaft. Both of the levels are turn- 
ing out good ore, highly mineralized and 
rich in the precious metal, 

The shaft house over the opening of the 
shaft is large and capacious, with a dress- 
ing room for the men attached. It con- 
tains a large steam hoist, steam pump, ore 
cars, or skips and all the adjuncts neces- 
sary to speedy and economical taking from 
the bowels of the earth the quartz contain- 
ing the gold. From the shaft house to the 
mill, a distance of 200 feet, is erected a 
very substantial tramway, on which is laid 
the track over which the cars containing 
the ore are run to the mill, and are duimp- 
ed on to the grisly, through which the 
smaller pieces go to the ore bin. The 
larger pieces are put through tho large 
Blake crusher, and are broken to the 
proper size to be fed into the stamp bat- 
tery below by two self-feeders, which are 
gauged so that only the proper quantity is 
fed to each battery of stamps. Below the 
latter are the amalgamation tables, on 
which is collected the precious metal freed 
by the stamps. Below the amalgamation 
tables are two vanners, over which the pulp 
is run and the concentrates are collected 
d saved for future treatment. 


On the arrival of the party in the engine 
room, Miss Carscallen very gracefully and 
courageously puled the lever starting the 
machinery, when every part of the plant 
was set in motion, and the regular ohop- 
ping of the stamps soon reduced to a pulp 
the ore being therein, the steady fluw of 
water taking it over the plates, svou coat- 
ing them with a covering of amalgam, 
which, after being retorted and melted, 
yields the bright yellow gold so pleasant to 
the eye and so greedily sought after by 
high and low. 

While it is impossible to give a full 
description of the mine and plant in a 
short article that would be understood by 
the general public, it is only right to say 
that Mr, Kerr, the competent and ex- 
perienced manager, who, in the few short 
months since his arrival in a strange coun- 
try, with conditions with which he was 
wholly unfamiliar, “has worked such a 
transformation, deserves the highest 
praise. The completion of this plant, the 
thorough renovation and remodelling of 
the shafts in the most modern and scienti- 
fic manner, the erection of the necessary 
building, shaft houses, tank house, brick 
assay oflice, and mapy other minor but 
necessary details in so short atime is cer- 
tainly worthy of commendation and shows 
what experience, coupled with energy and 
close attention to one’s business, can do.

The mill was erected and the machinery 
built and put in place by the Wm. Hamil- 
ton Mfg. Co., Limited, of Peterborough, 
and spegks well for this firm, who are so 
widely and favorably known throughout 
the Dominion as mining machinery manu- 
facturers. The construction was under 
the supervision of Mr, Richart Proutt, of 
Marmora, which in itself is a sufticient 
guarantee of excellence, strength and con- 
venience. 

The whole plant reflects credit upon all 
connected with it and especially on Mr. 
Kerr, the effects of whose guiding hand aro 
everywere visible, making it the most com- 
plete, substantial and convenient mill the 
writer has ever seen. 

After the ceremony of opening and in- 
spection was over und after visiting the 
Assay Office which is in charge of Mr. Geo, 
Hardy, chemist, of Neweastlo-on-Tyne, a 
young employee of the Cordoya Explora- 
tion Oo., the party were entertained to a 
sumptuous repast at the manager's rosi- 
den eo. 

The whole day passed agreeably and 
profitably and our thanks are due to Mr. 
Kerr for a very pleasant time.

AN APPEAL TO ENGLAND. 


The Anglican Diocese Sends to the Old 
Country for Funds. 


The Archbishop of Ontario, Rey. Dr. 
Lewis, has made an announcement pertain- 
ing to the deplorable state of the finances 
in the diocese of Ontario, which will be of 
great importance to all Anglicans. ‘Tho 
Archbishop at a meeting held in Brockville 
last night stated that the old Diocese of 
Ontario had been one of the most flourish- 
ing in Cavada, but by the recent division 
in the diocese it hah been converted into a 
merely agricultural diocese. The mission- 
ary, the widows and the ornnane and the 
superannuation funds are all in a deplor- 
able financial condition. Altogether about 
$100,000 is required to straighten matters, 
and the Bishop proposed to raise $26,000 of 
that sum in the Ontario Diocese, anda 
deputation consisting of Archdeacon Bed- 
ford-Jones and Judge McDonald will be 
sent to Hngland to petition the church 
there to help out their people in Oanada 
to the extent of $75,000.

As the Humber Piggery investigation 
bofore the Public Accounts Committeo 
progresses the facts brought out gO more 
and more to proye the criminal negligence 
of the Government in haying sold dis- 
eased meat to the public.

Before the Christmas holidays the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer brought down a state- 
mont of tho finances of the proyince for | 
the ten months of 1897 ending Oct. 80.

It Is worthy of especial mention in this 
connection that the Crown lands roceipts 
for 1897 were $700,000 greater than the 
revenue from that sourco for 1896. It is 
to be further noted that the expenditure 
for the last two months of 1897 totalled 
$567,000, and that thus, in Noyember 
and December last the, Government went 
behind $120,000, 

Another important incident of the day 
was Mr. Middleton's withdrawal of his 
bill against departmental stores on the 
strength of the Premier's promise to ap- 
point a committee of the House or a 
royal commission at the next session of | 
the House, to investigate the question. 

As to the duration of the session, it is 
likely to wind up about Friday of next 
week,

His death appeared to be painless. 

After the drop, Durrant did not strug- 
gle.

Durrant's Crime, 


William Henry Theodore Durrant, who 
was hanged at the State Prison at San 
Quentin yesterday, gave his life in ex- 
change for the lives of two young women, 
who were members of the church to 
which he belonged. While Durrant was 
conyicted of but one murder under the 
law, he was held responsible by public 
opinion for the murder of both Blanche 
Lamont and Minnie Williams, and it is 
felt that his death expiates one crime as 
much as the other. 

sebegret te were peouliar in their 
atrocity trom any point of view. Blanche 
Lamont disappearsd on April 8, 1895, and 
was never seen ali e afterwards. She left 
the home of her aunt, Mrs. C. G. Noble, 
on that day to goto school, Ten days 
had passed since Miss Lamont had disap- 
peared, and her friends had almost given 
up hope of eyer knowing her fate, when 
a discoyery was made which led to the 
finding of Miss Lamont'’s body. ‘The la- 
dies of Emmanuel Church were engaged 
in decorating the edifice preparatory to 
the celebration of the Haster Sunday sery- 
ices, when the mangled body of Minnie 
Williams was found in the library. A 
number of ugly knife wounds and some 
rags that had been forced down the young 
woman’s throat told of the + unequal 
struggle she had made to protect her life. 
Miss Williams’ body was discovered in 
the afternoon, and late the same night 
the first clue to the murderer was ob 
tained. From some ofthe young woman's 
friends it was learned that she had been 
seen the evening before with Durrant, 
and, although there was nothing else to 
show that he had any connection with 
the crime, the police decided to arrest 
him. From the first the police associated 
the finding of Miss Williams’ body with 
the disappearance of Miss Lamont, and 
@ search was at once begun in the church 
for her body. Men worked all night and 
finally lying in the corner of the darken- 
ed belfry, the body of the murdered girl 
was found. 


Trial and Fight for Delay. 


The trial, which began on July 22 and 
lasted until Noy. 1, was one of the most 
celebrated in criminal jurisprudence. The 
evidence throughout was circumstantial, 
but when taken together formed a chain 
so strong as to admit of no reasonable 
doubt. The case was submitted to the 
jury on the afternoon of Noy, 1, 1895, 
after haying been on trial oyer three 
months. Twenty minutes after they loft 
the court room the jurors returned and 
rendered a verdict of guilty in tho first 
degree. Judge Murphy a few days later 
sentenced Durrant to be hanged on Feb. 
1, 1896. 

Then began a fight for delay, vigorous- 
ly maintained for over two years, not 
even ceasing with the execution of the 
death sentence Appeals were taken to 
every court in the State, exceptions were 
taken to judges’ decisions on technical 
points, writs of habeas corpus wore asked 
for, and, in fact, every possible thing that 
the smartest and shrewdest lawyers in 
California could think of was done to 
stave off the fateful day. 

When, at last, it was seen by the con- 
demned man’s friends that nothing could 
be done through the courts, an appeal for 
clen.oncy wis made to Goyernor Budd. 
This, however, was refused, and the sher- 
iff was ordered to carry out the verdict 
of the court, rendered two years and two 
months ago.

The prob- 
abilities point to a settlement, which, 
without involving undue risk to the Brit- 
ish exchequer, will secure for England 
advantages the value of which cannot be 
appraised in mere monetary terms."’ 

The editorial proceeds to state that the 
loan will be partly deyoted to paying the 
Japanese indemnity and ‘will thus make 
the Emperor of China again master of 
his own house, while enabling the Mi- 
kado so to increase his army and fleet as 
to render Japan a power which the 
strongest western state cannot afford to 
affront.’’ . 

‘The editorial declares: ‘‘It is the policy 
of England and Japan to bring the com- 
mercial development of China into har. 
mony with its territorial integrity, and 
in pursuance of this policy the cordial 
co-operation of the United States may be 
presumed upon,"

intimate friends write and speak in 
French; and for this reason the letter 
may be termed a political document, 
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“© 3a 
First an Apology. 

Sir Adolphe begins by declaring that 
he owes Mr. Tarte an apology for not 
haying replicd sooner to the Minister's 
first letter. Thon His Honor comes direct 
to business, and states that Mr. ‘Tarte, 
being the Conser ative clement in the 
Cabinet, is in constant’ conflict with the 
Grits of Ontario, and the radicalism of 
Quobeo, - ‘Shoot the Banditti,’’ adds Sir 
Adolphe, ‘‘they deserve nothing else, be- 
ing only on ticket-of-Leaye. If they give 
you trouble, these Castor Rouges, I can 
assure you that I haye had no less diffi- 
culty with my Castor Bleus,’’ 

The Lieutenant-Governor then pro- 
ceeds to reprouch Mr, ‘Tarte, yet he 
does it very tenderly, for declaring at 
St. Scholastique that the Liberal war 
cry would now be “On to Quebec!”

THE LONDON CALAMITY. 


Vurther Evidence Taken as to Its Cause 
Witnesses Were Somewhat Contra- 
dictory In Their Views. 


London, Ont., Jan. 11.—Tho inquest 
in connection with the City Hall disaster 
of last Monday was resumed before Cor 
oner Flock yesterday afternoon, The ox 
pert tostimony with reference to the 
construction of the building was very 
conflicting, and hardly tended to enlight 
en the jury on the engineering aspect of 
the case. ; 

Joseph Broadbent, a builder of 85 
years’ experience, said he had examined 
the beam that broke. It was 22 feet long, 
then onds resting on brick walls. The 
thickness of the beam was 12 by 14 in- 
ches, composed of four pieces of ordinary 
pine 8 by 14 inches, spiked together. In 
each of the center pieces was a largo 
knot, at one of which was the point of 
breakage. ‘This knot would tend to lessen 
the strength of the timber. One of the 
timbers was atfectod with dry rot to the 
depth of about an inch and a half. He 
calculated that the beam if sound would 
carry safely 14,900 pounds, but the de- 
fects in the timber reduced ifs strength 
one-third, If two hundred people had 
stood on the floor space that collapsed, 
the pressure on the bearh would have 
beon 22,300 pounds, whereas the beam, 
considering its defects, would In witness’ 
judgment, only safely bear 10,000 pounds 

Engineer Talbot's Evidence. 

County Engineer Talbot, the next wit- 
ness, said he had examined the timber 
and found the material good, excepting 
two knots, one of which, in the center of 
the beam, Was in a bad place. Hedid not 
consider the timber affected with dry rot. 
The knots he estimated would reduce its 
strength by only one-tenth. He calculated 
that 16,800 pounds was the safe carrying 
weight of the beam, and 100,800 pounds 
the breaking weight. If the beam was 
sound it would carry a weight of fifty 
tons. ‘The area of the flooring supported 
by the beam was 600 square fect; and at 
the utmost the pressure would be 100 
pounds to the square foot. 

“Why did the beam break, 
queriod the Crown prosecutor, 

Witness said that when people were 
jumping around there was no way of cal- 
cating the exact weight on a floor. It 
was always wise to build supports six 
times stronger than the weight they 
would safely bear. 

W. Brophy, barber, who worked under 
the City Hall sume years ago, said that 
the shaving cups rattled wheneyer there 
was a dance overhead, but he did not 
consider the floor unsafe. 

Herbert Weir, « drug clerk, testified 
that during the past two years he had 
noticed the vibration of the floor at the 
north end of the hall while dancing there. 
He avoided it in consequence. Others had 
remarked the same thing. 

W. Ashbridge, R. Tronsideand R. Kirk- 
patrick, members of the City Engincer’s 
staff, deposed that thoy had neyer doubted 
the safety of the floor above their office, 
where the collapse occurred. Mr. Ironside 
was working in the office until a few 
minutes before the crash,

RAILWAY COLLISION. 


Serious Pitch-in of Freight Trains a 


Matlorytown--How the Smash-up | 


Occurred, 
The Brockville Times gives the follow 
ing 
Trunk at Mallorytown, to which reference 
was made in yesterday's issue 
Av Mallorytown, at four o'clock on Sun 
day morbing, there wis «a disastrous 
smash-up on tho Grand Treank between 
two freight trains, which caused several 
thousand dollars worth of damage, though 
fortuna'ely thore wha no loss of llfe or any 
porson injured. 
The smash-up happened in this manner: 
A freight train in charge of Conductor 
Nolson of 
along from the west, with orders to stop 
at Mallorytown let a 


freight train pass at that point. 


Patterson, Brockville, came 


to following fast 


Conductor 
Pattorson accordingly stopped his train at 
Mallorytown. 

Soon afterwards the fast freight train 
came along. The semaphore was up, of 
course, and the engineer, William ‘Taylor, 
of Bolleville, came to a halt and waited for 
the signal to be given before going on. 

Conductor Patterson's orders were that 
ho should take his train over on to tho 
** cross-over ’’ switch and thus leave tho 
track clear for the fast freight, and after it 
had passed to come back on the main line 
again and follow it eastward, 

These orders Conductor Patterson pro- 
ceeded to carry out. Standing at the side 
of the track near the switch, he waved with 
his lantern the usual signal to his engineer 
to move ahead on to the ‘cross over” 
switch. The train accordingly began to 
move. 

And just here the accident came in. 
Engineer Taylor, of the fast freight, was 
watching from his cab for the signal for 
him to go on his way to Montreal. When 
he saw Conductor Patterson give the signal 
with his lantern, he though it was meant 
for him, and he pushed forward his leyer 
and opened the throttle. 


Both trains were now moving. Tho 
slow freight was beginning to turn on tc 
the ‘‘cross over’ switch and the fast 
freight behind came rushing behind it on 
the down grade and crashed into it while 
its last half was still on the main line. 


Engineer Taylor and his fireman saved 
themselves by jumping, and then there 
was a crash of smashing timbers and grind- 
ing wreckage and ten cars were ditched, 
three of them being knocked into kindling 
These three cars contained canned goods, 
leather, picture frames and miscellaneous 
freight. A flat car loaded with a $5,000 
fire engine consigoed to Montreal was bad- 
ly smashed up and the fire engine reduced 
to little better than scrap iron. The loco- 
motive of the fast freight train, No, 581, 
was seriously damaged. 


The tracks, of course, were badly block. 
ed. The auxiliary trains with the neces- 
sary crews and appliances for handling the 
wreckage were at once despatched from 
Brockville and from Belleville. By one 
peice in the afternoon the tracks were 
clear. .

MOTHER LODE DISCOVERED. 


Permanency of the Klondike 
Gold Fields Established. 


Was Found By Accident--The Scienti- 
fic Mr. 


Verified in a Remarkable Manner 


Conclusions of Ogilvie 





During the Past Few Days. 


Victoria, B.C., Jan. 10.—Dawson ar 
rivals by the Topeka announce the finding 
of the gold containing mother lode of the 
this great discovery, 
equaled only in importance by the original 
dissovery of gold on Bonanza and El- 
dorado, haying been made by pure ac- 
cideut. Ib is important chiefly as it 
tabli:hes the permanency of the Klondike 
mining fields, and of interest as verifying 
the scientific conclusions reavhed by Wil 
liam Ogilvie, the geological expert and sur- 
veyor. Betweon the fourth and seventh of 
December this lode appears to have been 
simultaneously uncovered by threo parties 
and at three places. It commenced at 
Dome Hill, midway between Indian 
and Klondike riveis, and twenty-five 
miles from the Yukon, and being the 
south-easterly point at which the 
ledge has yet been uncovered. Tak- 
ing this latter point as a starting base 
the vein has been traced in its full 
width of thirty-five feet in a  north- 
westerly direction, slanting towards 
the Eldorado, which it crosses at No. 
31, and continuing down the left side 
of that stream, verging away from the 
river, then intersecting Nugget gulch 
at claim 15, Adams creek at No. 6, 
Skootum gulch at No. 2, and passing 
through the Bonanza half a mile below that 
point and across thé Klondike mountain.

Chinese Merchants Discourage the Pat- 
renage of Americans. 


Tho worst salosmen in New York are 
the Chinese Whose shops are in Doyers and 
Mott streets, whose windows are filled 
with Chinese handiwork as a bid for the 
curlous to enter. When a weuld be pur- 
chaser onoe gets inside a shop, the propri- 
etor treats him asan intruder. Most of 
those sliops aro modeled on the same plan 
Near fqie door is a little boxlike office, an¢ 
(rom this extends a counter half the length 
of tho store. The back of tho store is shut 
off by a board partition, and if the visitor 
is cnrious and pokes his head around ita 
Chinuman is very likely to appear from 
the darkness and gently!push him toward 
the front of the room. If the storekeeper 
chooses to entertain o few friends back 
there, it is no one’s business, and he 
docen't proposo to have intruders get any 
ifdcu of what sort of entortainment he may 
be furnishing. The dull, heavy odor that 
fills niost of those little shops makes it 
possible to gucss pretty accurately as to 
what is going on behind the partition. 
Each shop hus about the same collection of 
wures. Chinese edibles fill the sholvos, 
and in the windows are brightly colored 
Chinese vases, bowls, fans, children's toys 
anc ovcastonally a piceo of carved ivory. 
There isn't much demand for carved ivory 
in Chinatown, and the small deslors say 
that it is too expensive to carry In stock, 
An American customer who enters ono of 
theso shops is greeted by tho proprictor 
with an Indifferent ‘*Hello!’' and a per- 
fectly oxpressionless face. The proprietor 
stands behind the counter, but he isn’t 
ouxious to sell his goods. 

“TInve you any carved iyory?” aske the 
oustomer, 

‘’ho Chinaman stares at bim suspiolous- 
ly and answers: 

“No, Noivly. No got.’’ 

hore are three pieces in the cave behind 
bim, and the custonier points them out. 
ho Chinaman turns and looks at them 
as if ho had never seen them before, 

“Tot me seo them,’'' aska the customer, 

“Want to buy?"’ says the Chinaman, 
atill without interest.

FIGHTING THE C.P. R. 


How the Inter-State Commission is Help- 
ing Yankee Riuilways to Compete With 
the Big Road in the Northwest 


Washington, D.C., Jan. 12.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission has issued 
an order dated January Ist, 1898, continu- 
ing in force until December 81st, 1898, 
the order of March 25th, 1897, authoriz- 
ing certain named railroad companies to 
charge less for the transportation of pass- 
engers both eastbound and westbound for 
the longer distance, by their seyeral con- 
necting lines, between points in the Koot- 
enay district in British Columbia, near 
the. northern boundary of the United 
States, between the Cascade and the 
Rocky Mountains, and points upon the 
Detroit and St. Clair Rivers and easterly 
thereof, in the Dominion of Canada, and 
in that portion of New England reached 
directly by the Grund ‘Trunk Railway, 
than for the short distances to interme- 
diate points on their respective lines. It 
is provided, however, that such lower 
rates for longer distances shall not at any 
time be less than those previously estab- 
lished or charged by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway for the transportation of passen- 
gers between the same points. It is fur- 
ther proyided that this order may be re 
yoked at any time without notice. The 
following are the names of the railroads 
who made applications for the continu- 
ance of the order and in whose interest it 
was issued:

CANADIAN FAILURES. 





RK. G. Dun & Cc. Report u Large Decrease 
in Number of Vallures and the 
Amount Involved. 


Toronto, Jan. 12.—It is gratifying that 
Canadian failures have decreased materti- 
ally in number and amount. The bank 
failures were flyo, against three in 1896, 
but with Jiabilities of only $152,000, 
against $212,000. The commercial failures 
were 1,809, against 2,118 in 1896, «a de- 
crease of 14.6 por cont,, and tho liabilities 
wero $14,157,498, against $17,160,083, a 
decrease of 17.6 per cent. In manufac- 
turing, the doorcuse in number was over 
22 per oent., and in labilities over $2,- 
000,000, or 85.8 per cent. But in trading 
the decrease in number was 12.6 por cont, 
and in labilitie only 12.7 per cent, An 
increas® appears in brokerage and other 
failures of 10 in number, or 40 per cenb., 


and of $471,000 in Mabilities, or alimost 
100 per cent, The statement of business

Why Doesn't the Boiler Burst? 


What a tremendous force is struggling 
to tear a boiler to atoms! Take, for ex- 
ample, a horizontal tubular boiler of 
ordinary proportions, 60 inches in di- 
ameter by 16 feet long, containing 
eighty-three 1 inch tubes, Such a boiler 
has a surface area of 40,716 square 
inches. 

Suppose this boiler is operated with a 
working pressure of 100 pounds per 
square inch, which is not at all uncom- 
mon. The boiler therefore sustains a to- 
tal pressure of 4,071,600 pounds, or 
more than 2,085 tons. 

Do we realize what this means? The 
boiler has resting upon it the equivalent 
of a column ef granite 10 feet square 
and 254.5 feet high, or, to put it another 
way, the bo'ler is holding up the equiv- 
alent weight of 22,371 persons, each 
woighing 182 pounds. 

The best authorities agree thaé the 
ordinary draft horse, working eight 
hours a day, exerts an average force 
during that time of 120 pounds. 

Now, this force acting to disrupt the 
boiler longitudinally is 326,200 pounds, 
& that to produce an equivalent stress 
it would bo necessary to hitch up to the 
ends of the boiler two teams of 1,885 
horses altogether. —Strand Magazine.

Ottawa, Jan, 13,—Tho caso of Mrs. 
Cote y. Catholic Order of Foresters was 
concluded in the Assizo Court yesterday. 
Judge Falconbridge submitted a number 
of questions to the jury us to whethor 
there was a conspiracy to defraud tho 
company, and as to whether Cote made 
false ropresentations in his application 
for admission to the order. His Lordship 
dwelt upon the evidence at considerable 
length and quoted the law bearing upon 
the case, The facts brought out by evi- 
denco are to the effect that Cote, In an- 
swering the questions contained in the

homosteads, sayo fortunes, saya bodies, 
minds and souls. ‘Tho 10,000 men who 
would bo sacrificed by that contract 
would be but a amall part of the multi 

tude sacrificed without the contract, 
But I make a vast difference between 
vlubs. I have belonged to four clubs—a 
theological club, a ball club and two lit 

erary clubs. I got from them physical 
rejuvenation and amoral health. What 
hall be the principle? If God will help 
mo, | will lay down three principles by 
whieh you may judge whether the club 
where you are a momber or the club to 
wh ch you have boon invitod is a legiti- 
mito or an illepitimate clubhouse, 

First of all L want you to test the club 
by its influences on home, if you have a 
home. I hayo been told by 4 prominent 
vontloman in club life that three-fourths 
of the members of the great clubs of 
these cities aro married men, That wite 
soon loses her influonee over her husband 
who nervously and foolishly looks upon 
all eyening absenco as an assaulp on 
domesticity. Tow are the groat énter- 
prises of art and literature and beneficence 
and public weal to be carried on if every 
man is to have his world bounded on one 
side by his front doorstep and on the 
othor side by his back window, knowing 
nothing higher than his own attic or 
nothing lowor than his own collar? That 
wife who becomes jealous of her hus- 
band’s attention to art or literature or 
religion or charity is breaking her own 
scepter of conjugal power. I know an 
instance where a wife thought that hor 
husband was giving too many nights to 
Christian service, to charitable service, to 
prayer meetings and to religious conyo- 
cation. She systematically decoyed him 
away until now hoe attends no church 
and is on a rapid way to dostruction, his 
*morals gone, his money gone and, Ifear, 
his soul gone, Let any Christian wife 
rejoice When her husband consecrates 
evenings to the service of God, or to 
charity, or to arf, or to anything ele- 

ated, buf let not men sacrifice home life 
to club life. I can “point out to you a 
groat many namos of mon who are guilty 
6. this sacriloge. ‘They are as gonial as 
aigols at the clubhouse and as ugly as 
sin at home. ‘They are generous on all 
subjects of wine suppers, yachts and fast 
horses, but they are stingy about the 
wifo’s dress and the ‘children’s shoes, 
‘That man has made that which might bo 
a healthful recreation a usurper of his 
affections,.and he has married it, and he 
is guilty of moral bigamy. Under this 
process the wife, whatever her features, 
becomes uninteresting and homely, He 
becomes critical of her, does not like the 
dress, does not like the way she arranges 
her hair, is amazed that he eyer was so 
unromantic as to offer her hand and 
heart. Sho is always wanting money, 
money whon se ought to be discussing 
Nelipses and Dexter ffM7d Derby day and 
Wnglish drags with six horses, all an- 
swering the pull of one *‘ribbon.’’ 

I tell you there are thousands of 
houses in the cities being clubbed to

Perhaps one 
of the swordsmen got an unlucky olip or 
in some way had hisire aroused, and thiat 
which oponed in sportfulness ended in 
violuyco, Gach one taking his contestant 
by the hair and then with tho sword 
thrusting him in the side, so that that 
which opened in innocent fun ended in 
tho massacre of all tho 24 sportsmen. 
Was thero ever a better illustration of 
what was true then and is true now, that 
that which is Innocent may be made do- 
structive? 

At this season of the year tho club- 
houses of our towns and cities are in full 
play. I haye found out that there is a 
legitimate and an illegitimate use of the 
clubhouses In the one case if may become 
a healthful recreation, Uke the contest of 
the 24 men in the text when they bogan 
thelr play; in the other case it becomes 
the massacre of body, mind and soul, as 
in the caso of those contestants of the text 
whon they had gone too far with their 
sport. All intelligent ages have had their 
gatherings for political, social, artistic, . 
literary purposes—gatherings character- 
ized by the blunt old Anglo-Saxon desig 
nation of ‘‘club,’’ 

If you haye read history, you know 
that there was a King’s Head club, a 
Ben Jonson club, a Brothers’ olub, to 
which Swift and Bolingbroke belonged; 
a Literary club, which Burke and Gold- 
smith and Johnson and Boswell made 
immortal; a Jacobin club, a Benjamin 

Franklin Junto club—some of these to 
indicate justice, some to favor the arts, 
some to promote good manners, some to 
despoil the habits, some to destroy the 
soul, If one will write an honest history 
of the clubs of England, Ireland, Scot- 
land, France and the United States for 
the last 100 years, he will write the his- 
tory of the world. The olub was an in- 
stitution born on English soil, but it has 
thrived well in American atmosphere, 
Who shall tell how many belong to that 
kind of club where men put purses to- 
gether and open house, apportioning tho 
expense of cateror and servants and room, 
and haying u sort of domestic establish- 
ment—a style of clubhouse which in my 
opinion is far better than the ordinary 
hotel or boarding house? But my object 
now is to speak of clubhouses of a differ- 
ent sort, such as the Cosmos or Chevy 
Chase or Lincoln club of this capital, or 
the Union League of many cities, the 
United Service club of London, the Lotos 
of New York, where journalists, dramat- 
ists, sculptors, painters and artists from 
all branches gather together to discuss 
newspapers, theaters and elaborate art, 
like the Americus, which camps out in 
summer time, dimpling the pool with its 
hook and arousing the forest with its 
stag hunt; like the Century club, which 
has its large group of yenerable lawyers 
and poets; like the Army and Navy 
club, where those who engaged in warlike 
seryice once on tho land or the sea now 
come together to talk over the days of 
carnage; like the New York Yacht club, 
with its floating palaces of beauty uphol- 
stered with yelyot and paneled with 
ebony, haying all the advantages ‘of elec- 
tric bell, and of gaslight, and of king's 
pantry, one pleasure boat costing $8,000, 
another $15,000, another $80,000, another 
$65,000, the fleet of pleasure boats belong- 
ing to the club haying cost over $2,000,- 
000; like the American Jockey club, to 
which belong men who haye-a passionate 
fondness for horses, fine horses, as had 
Job when, in the Scriptures, he gives us 
a skotch of that king of beasts, the arch 
of its neck, the neryousness of its foot, 
the majesty of its gait, the whirlwind of 
its power, crying out ‘‘Hast thou clothed 
his neck with thunder? The glory of his 
nostrils is terrible; he paweth in the 
yalley and rejoicecth in his strength, he 
saith among the trumpets hal ha! and 
he smelleth the battle afar off, the thun- 
der of the captains, and the shouting,’ 
like the Trayelers’ club, the Blossom 
club, the Palette club, the Commercial 
club, the Liberal club, the Stable Gang 
club, the Amateur Boat club, the gambl- 
ing olubs, the wine clubs, theclubs of all 
sizes, the clubs of all morals, clubs as 
good as good can be and clubs as bad as 
bad can be, clubs innumerable. During 
the day they are comparatively lazy 
places. Hero and there an aged man 
reading a newspaper, or anemploye dust- 
ing a sofa, or & clerk writing up the 
accounts, but when the ourtain ot the 
night falls on the natural day then the 
curtain of the clubhouse hoists for tho 
entertainment. Let us hasten up now the 
marble stairs. What an imperial hallway |! 
See, here are parlors on the side, with 
the upholstery of the Kromlin and the 
Tuileries, and here are dining halls that 
challenge you to mention any luxury 
that they cannot afford, and here are 
galleries with sculpture and paintings 
and lithographs and drawings from the 
best of artists, Cropsey and Bierstadt 
and Church and Hart und Gifford—pio- 
tures for every mood, whether you are 
impassioned or placid; shipwreck or sun- 
light over tho sea, Sheridan's ride, or the 
noonday party of the farmers under the 
treer, foaming deer pursued by the hounds 
in the Adirondacks or the sheep on the 
awn. On this side there are reading 
rooms where you find all newspapers and 
magazines, On that side there is a 
library, where you find all books, from 
hermeneutics to the fairy tale, Coming 
in and out there are gentlemen, some of 
whom stay ten minutes, others stay 
many hours. Some of these are from lux- 
wrious homes, and they have excused 
themselves for awhile from the domestio 
clrole that they may epjoy the larger 
soolability of the clubhouse. Those are 
from dismembered houscholds, and they 

aye a plain lodging somewhere, but 
they come to this club room to have 
thoir ohief « njoyinent, One blackball

BELUCHANISTAN NOW. 


An Outbreak Reported Against the Brit-

Caloutta, Jan, 18.—News has been re- 
ocived from.

Makes Rules for the Yukon 
Miners 


A Big Change of Policy«-The Alternate 


Block Reservation and Sliding 
Scale of Royalty Abandoned, 


Orrawa, Jau, 13. —A committee of the 





Cabinet has drawn up new. regulations for 
the government of mining in the Yukon, 
which make important changes. The 
policy, as originally announced by Mr. Sif- 
ton, had as its main features the reserva- 
tion of alternate claims and the exaction of 
royalty based upon a sliding scale in pro- 
portion to the amount of gold yielded. 
Both these propositions elicited vigorous 
protests from the mining interests, and it 
was declared by experts that such a royal- 
ty would not be eine The Govern- 
ment has modified the regulations with a 


view t) meeting to some oxtent the objec- 
tions. When Mr. Sifton went west last 
fall he had an opportunity of meeting a 
good many men who understood tho situa- 
tion, and the consequence was he came 
ack prepared to modify his views. It is 
now stated that the alternate claim regula- 
tion has been abandoned, but that the 
Government will reserve alternate blocks 
of ten or twenty claims. The info mation 
that has come to hand has made it pretty 
clear that the alternate claim policy was 
unworkable for the coming season. ‘The 
Government now proposes to reserve al- 
ternate blocks of ten claims, which, it is 
thought, will give miners a better oppor- 
tunity to operate. The present intention 
is to reserve the Government blocks until 
they are disposed of at public auction, to 
the highest bidder. 

Strong pressure has been brought upon 
the committee to make a regulation as to 
the disposal of the reserved sections which 
will on the face be business-like and fair. 
The committee has gone into this section 
pretty thoroughly, and when its report is 
given to the public, in the course of a day 
or two, it will be found to bear evidence of 
an effort to provide for the equitable dis- 
posal of the reserved blocks. 

Another feature of the new regula- 
tions 1s the abandonment of the slid- 
ing scale of royalties. It is admitted 
that the Government must obtain a 
very considerable royenue from the 
Yukon. The police alone will cost in 
the neighbourhood of half a million a year. 
Besides this there is the administration of 
justice and the civil machinery to provide 
for. There aro great difficulties in the way 
of collecting a royalty in such a country, 
but the committee took the view that they 
would be minimized by abandoning the 
sliding scales, and exacting an even royalty 
of ten per cent, from all miners, whether 
their profits are great or small. ‘hese are 
understood to be the main features of the 
new regulations, the derais of which will 
be promulgated in a day or two.

UNIQUE WAR AT DENVER. 

Khe Department Stores Want Newspapers 
to Cut Prices for Advertising and 
They Kefuse to Do So, 

Denver, Col., Jan. 14.—An extraordin- 
ary contest has started jin this city with 
all the daily papers on one side and 14 of 
the largest dry goods and clothing depart- 
ment stores on the other. No advertise- 
ments of any kind of these firms appeared 
in yesterday's papers, and formal notice 
has been given that none will appear un- 
til the papers accede to the demands of 
the merchants. 

Last week the business managers of the 
dailies were informed that the department 
store combination had arbitrarily decided 
that advertising rates must be reduced 
about 20 per cent. The firms declined to 
enter into the discussion of the justice of 
the demand, simply stating that they had | 
given their ultimatum. They control 
about 50 per cent, of the city adyertising, 
and believed the papers must submit to 
their dictation, notwithstanding that ad- 
vertising rates in Denyer are lower than 
in any other olty of the same size in the | 
country. | 
The newspapers replicd that concessions | 
to the autocratic order were not only in- 


possible for business reasons, but woud 
destroy the independence of the press. 
The first result of the contest is the pass- | 
age of a resolution by the Trades Assem- 
bly calling on the City Council to impose | 
a heavy license on department stores, 
and warning all members of the labor 
unions against them, | 

The smaller merchants are taking ad- | 
vantage of the opportunity to increase | 
their advertising, and are exceedingly | 
glad of the chance to cut into the busi- 
ness of thoir larger rivals.

inflicted :~-The victiins were bound naked 
to a tree, slashed and bruised, the cords 
cutting deep into their wrists and ank- 
les. Mr. Landor's oyes were burned 
with red hot irons. He was bound for 
hours on a rack and twisted and wrenched 
out of all resemblance to a mao. He was 
made to ride 80 miles on a saddle stuck full 
of spikes. Ono of these entercd the base 
of his spinal column and shattered the 
nerve centres, His tlesh was reduced to a 
lacerated jel'y. An attempt was made 
to draw from him or his men some ex- 
yression of pain, but in vain, Mr, Lan- 
Abe has quite lost one eye, though the 
doctors say in time sight may return, Tho 
hot irons wore held just close enough to 
his eyes not to touch the skin, with 
the result that they wore withered. 
after day this was practised, but no sign of 
feeling were they able to extract, Lan- 
dor’s ankles and wrists are still livid from 
the cords with which he was bound on the 
rack. A photograph of the victims after 
their release shows them to be unrecogniz- 
able. When the rescuers, two Eng- 
lishmen and a Hindu, reached the suf- 
ferers after their thrilling adventures, 
Landor was within a few hours of 
death. His reason had already gone, 
Never for.4 moment during all the horrible 
time did Landor forget his photographs 
and sketches. His outfit has now been 
given up. and_ his precious diary 
and maps of sucvey secured. Many of the 
instruments with which he was provided 
by the Royal Geographical Society he was 
obliged to bury in the Himalayas. Thore 
they will lie fora time until some brave 
man recovers them. Landor himself will 
probably nevar be able to return.

The commissioners of investigation re- 
peatedly requested the Warden's clerk to 


furnish the commission with certain state

ments, copies of letters, ote., but, after 
waiting « long time and seeing the unwil- 
ingnoss on the part of this oflicer to satisfy 
the commissicn, they demanded of him the 
keys. On opening the vault the commis- 
sionors found letters and documents scat- 
tered over the floor and forming a carpet 
noarly one foot thick. In the piyeon-holes 
and on the shvlyes appeared documents 
stowed away in a most disorderly manner. 
BOOKS NOT KEPT SINCE L886, 

The books had not been kept at all since 
1886, and about one half of the business 
letters and documents have disappeared. 

On the floor of the vault and on the 
shelves, mixed up with other documents, 
were found over 400 convicts’ letters, 
which had never been delivered to them, 
and, apart from these, more than a thou- 
sand others had been burned by order of 
the Warden. Among the letters that wore 
burned, it is said, many had not even been 
opened, and some contained money. It 
seems to haye been a real ‘* Eldorado” for 
the convicts who had the job of burning 
them. One of these convicts admitted 
having found $20 in the letters on one oc- 
casion. 

PATHETIO LETTERS. 

The commissioners ordered a list to be 
made of the letters addressed by relatives 
to convicts, or written by the convicts to 
their parents, which had been found in the 
vault, Most of these letters contain ax- 
pressions of affection, devotedness and 
love, but nearly all express displeasure on 
the part of the writer for not receiving any 
answer from the party written to. Some 
of the le ters make most pathetic appeals 
for an answer. 


A laige number of petitions addressed by 
co:.victs to the Minister of Justice, which 
wont no further than the Warden’s oftice, 
were also found, Jt was the Warden’s duty 
to transmit them at once to the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 


Letters from the Department of Jus!ice 
in connection with applications for Execu- 
tive clemency in favor of convicts were 
also discovered, which letters had never 
been answered.—Toronto Star. 

[If the revelations printed about the St.

Warden ran it, how the letters coming to 
the convicts and written by the convicts 
were handled, how the books were kept,

The War of 1812-1814. 


Last night's lecture by Lt.-Col. Ponton 
at the Drill Shed upon this subject showed 
what a wide field there is in Canadian _his- 
tory for anyone desiring to improve and 
instruct, interest and inspire, It was 
pointed out that these years covered a 
period, not of mere border warfare, but . of 
struggle for national existence and the per- 
manence of British connection. 

The causes of the war, which was de- 
clared by the United States at the time 
when Britain was fully engaged in her con- 
test with Napoleon; the conduct of the 
war at the three points of attack—Dotroit, 
Niagara and Lake Champlain—and the re- 
sults of the war in unifying the people of 
Canada, in directing attention to it, and 
thereby stimulating immigration from the 
British Islands, were all touched upon 
briefly but fully, and the lecturer has pro- 
mised another evening, dealing more with 
the details of the contest. The various 
battles gave ample opportunity for the dis- 
play of personal bravery and individual 
heroism, and although Sir Isaac Brock fell 
at Queenston Heights, October 13th, 1812, 
in the first year of the campaign, his words 
seemed toanimate and his spirit to permeate 
all who served during the unequal struggle. 
A tribute was paid tothe American recog- 
nition of his merits, in the military honors 


they paid him at his funeral, when all hos- 
tilities ceased, and minute guns were fired 
by the United States artillery as the 
mournful procession passed down the river 
from Queenston Heigats to Fort George, in 
one of the bastions of which his body was 
first interred. The treatment afford: 
ed to Admiral Barclay aud _ the 
suilors taken prisoner at the unfortunate 
naval engagement on Lake Erie in 1818 
also reflected groat credit upon the Ameri- 
cans, but these instances were in marked 
contrast to their conduct in the burning of 
Niagara in the depth of winter, and the 
treatment of their prisoners of war sent 
south to Kentucky and other States. 

The capture of Macinac, the taking of 
Detroit, the battle of Queenston Heights in 
1812 ; the taking of Ogdensburg, of York 
and of Fort George, and the battles of 
Stony Creek, Beaver Dam and Moravian 
town in 1813 in the west; and those of 
Chateaugay and Chrysler's Farm in tho 
east, were recounted by the lecturer, with 
special tributes to Tecumseh, Laura 
Secord, Fitzgibbon and DeSalaberry ; but 
time did not permit more than a glance at 
the campaign of 1814, including the battles 
of Chippewa and Lundy's Lane, and the 
close of the war

OFFICER MORTON’S REPORT. 

Officer Morton, Sanitary Inspector, has 
submitted his annual report. 

He made a house to house inspection of 
all premises in the city and saw that the 
requirements of the Board of Health were 
fulfilled. He also investigated several 
private complaints. He reports that there 
has been a decided improvement in the 
quality of produce offered, especially in the 
wholesomeness of meats and the cleanliness 
of the tables used by the butchers. 

Not one case of light weight potatoes 
came under the Inspector's notice. He 
summoned two parties during the year-— 
one for exposing diseased meat and the 


other for light weight butter--and the 
parties were both convicted. 


As Truant Officer he seryed tive notices 
and made six arrests, and in two cases he 
summoned the parents and compelled them 
to send their children to school. There has 
been a decided improvement in the attend- 
ance at the schools during the year, 


As Fire Inspector he inspected all prem- 
ises within the fire limit and caused all 
inflammable material to be removed and 
stored where there could be no possible 
danger of its combustion.

Comment is hardly necessary in this 
case; but we would point out that Mr. 
Thompson's allegation under oath as to 
the falsity of the advertisements appears to 
be. of general application, so far as 
**bargain ” adyertisements of these depart- 
mental stores are concerned. 

‘The admissions made by Mr. Thompson 
are.precisely in accord with the statements

Got His Reward,

Canada Excluded, 


The Department of Trade and Com- 
merce has been adiysed that a convention 
between Great Britain and France rela- 
tive to trade with Tunis was ratified on 
Oct. 15, 1897. The most fayored nation 
clause has been specially drawn so as to 
exclude Cnnada from its operation, a 
somewhat important departure as com- 
pared with British treaties in the old 
days. 


Seizure of the Danube, 


The Secretary of State and Minister of 
Customs haye received information of the 
seizure of the Canadian Pacific Naviga- 
tion Company’s steamer Danube, Capt.

Mary’s, whore her papers were yised, for 
Juneau, haying United States Customs 
Inspector Smith on board. From Juneau, 
by permision, they went to Skaguay, 
where she was seized. The reason is un- 
known. uniess ifi be am infraction of the 
coasting laws by’ calling at two American 
ports successively, The opinion is ex- 
pressed here that the course pursued has 
been harsh and unjustifiable, especially 
in view of the fact that Si spector Smith 
was on board, and that the Canadian 
authorities are allowing United States 
vessels the greatest liberty.

Sifton’s Gift to Quebec, 


Hon. Clifford Sifton is said to be hand- 
ing over to Quobee a strip of territory 
nearly as large as the United Kingdom. 
The deeds haye nof yet been fully execut 
ed, but they are in a fair way to ratifica- 
tion, The new territory which Quebec is 
to get as a sottlement of its northern 
boundary question comprises 118,450 
square miles of land and water, Quebec's 
claim to this great slice of what are now 
known as the Northeast Territories of 
Canada was officially recognized by the 
late Administration when it passed an 
Order-in-Council on July 8th, 1896, agrec- 
ing to this extension of the provincial 
boundary. The proposition was reconsid- 
ered by the present Administration after 
it took office, and received its sanction. 
The northern boundary of Quebee has al 
ways been in dispute since Quebec had 
an existence.

SYKES FORGERY TRIAL. 


Sir Tatton Tells His Side of the Story— 
Iie'd Rather Not Discuss His 
Wife's Alleged Forgery. 


London, Jan. 15.—Sir Edward Clarke, 
Q.C., opened for the defence yesterday in 
the suit of Mr. Daniel Yay to recover 
$79,350 from Lady Sykes. Counsel point- 
od out the “absurdity of the suggestion’’ 
that a man of the wealth of Sir Tatton 
Sykes, able to obtain any sum on casy 
torms, should employ his wife to borrow 
money secretly at sixty per cent. 

Sir Tatton Sykes testifled that he had 
noyer heard of Mr, Jay until May, 1897, 
when the payment of the notes was de- 
manded. ‘The signatures, he continued, 
were not his. 

Mr. Lawson Walton, Q.C., cross-ex- 
amined Sir Tatton Sykes and showed him 
the checks which a Monte Carlo banker 
yesterday testified Sir Tatton had signed 
and afterwards repudiated. The Baronet 
scrutinized the checks and positively 
denied having signed them. He further 
suid the story of the banker (Mr. Unwin) 
on the subject was a fiction. 

“Do you suggest,’’ asked Mr. Walton, 
‘that Lady Sykes has been forging your 
nameo?’’ 

“T would rather not discuss the mat- 
ter,’’ replied Sir Tatton. 

“When did you first ascertain Lady 
Sykes had forged your signature?’’ coun- 
sel then asked. 

‘*Maybe it was 12 yearsago,’’ answered 
the witness; ‘the first forgery was for 
£10,000, In Dec. 1896, I became aware 
that my signature had been forged in a 
number of transactions.’’ 

An expert in handwriting named 
English testified that the signatures on 
the bill and letters of authority purport- 
ing to be signed by Sir Tatton Sykes 
were, in his opinion, forgeries executed by 
& wonin, 

Sir Tatton denied, generally, his wifo's 
evidence, and said he regarded the trans- 
action with Mr. Jay as being ‘‘wicked 
and criminal conduct’? upon the part of 
Hor Ladyship.

The appornt- 
ment of the Papal Delegate having already 
seryed Sir Wilfrid's turn, he will naturally 
regret that the Pope has taken so much 
trouble in the matter. 


Debt--Who Contracted It? 
Montreal Star. 
Ag for Ottawa, the Conservatives have 
beon in power during twenty-six out of 
tho thirty odd years since Confederation, 
during which timo they built the O.P.R. 
and met mary other extraordinary ex- 
p uses, all of which would prepare us to 
find that they are responsible for a large 
share of the Federal debt. Still it may 
be worth while to point out that while 
tho net debt only increased by some $24,- 
000,000 during the Tory six years from 
'67 to 73, it added more than $41,000,000 
during five Grit years from '73 to 78. But 
it is fairer to the modern Liberal, and 
more interesting to the country to seek 
for the characteristics of his party in the 
Governmont now borrowing moRey and 
spending it at Ottawa. These gentlemen 
began by getting permission to float a ten 
million loan, with the result that our gross 
debt took during the past year an extra- 
ordinary leap of thirteen millions, carrying 
the total to the highest figure known in our 
history. Nor does it seem hkely that this 
money will be allowed to gather dust in 
the Treasury. Whatever may bo said of 
the present Administration, it is not nig- 
gurdly with public money ; and the pros- 
pects are that five years of Conservative- 
Liberal rule will demonstrate that the out 
and out Tories are not the only people in 
Canals vho know how to ‘pile up” a 
debt.

THAT OF 1897 REPORTED AS THE

London January 9,—The foreign trade of 
Britain, during 1897, was the largest 
fn its history. The total exports, imports and 
re-exports, amounted to £745,423,000. The 
inorease was entirely in imports and re-ex-

000. The growth of the imports is 
almost entirely due to the huge purchases 
of produce in the United States, amounting 


to £114,600,000. The greatest ti f 
the exports were textiles. dai eae 


These figures, while to the casual reader 
looks encouraging and healthy, throw a 
4 of light on the effect which 
trade has had and is having upon the 
industries of Great Britain. It appears 
that while the aggregate foreign trade of 
Great Britain has marvellously increased, 
that increase has been entirely and solely 
in imports and re-exports, establishing the 
fact that British shipping is doing to a 
greater extent than ever the carrying trade 
of the world; this is gratifying, 
but what is cause for alarm for 
the future of the industries of the 
country, is the fact that there was a 
decline in exports, the products of the 
factories, etc., of Great Britain during the 
year of no less a sum in value than £5,795,- 
000, or about $28,975,000. This shows 
what free trade is doing for England, and 
what protection has done for those countries 


which have adopted the principle. How

A. STORAL LETTER. 
tanned by the Are yoishop of Torante and 
Bishops of Hamilton and London Con- 


cerning the Pope's Eneyelicnt. 


Yoronto, Jan. 17,—The joint pastoral 
letter of the Archibshop of Toronto and 
the bishops of Hamilton and London 
publishing the Pope's cnoyclical letter 
Was read at the carly mass of all the Ro 
man Catholic churches of this city yester- 
day. The encyclical itself was read only 
as far as the introduction of the Manitoba 
school question proper. 

These are striking extracts from tho 
joint letter of the archbishop and bishops: 


Venerable Brethren of the Clergy; Dearly 
Boloved Children of the Laity: 

We have great pleasure in communicat- 
ing to you officially an authorized BKng- 
lish translation of the encyélical lettor 
which our Holy Father, Leo XTIE., hie 
recently addressed to the Canadian bie - 
urchy. 

This important encyclical claims our 
serious attention in all its parts, and 
should be weighed and studied in ifs en- 
tirety. There is not a paragraph ora 
sentence in it that has not forus a definitc 
meaning, and that does not deserve duc 
consideration, Like the nicely balanced 
works of a clock, no part of it can be 
neglected or ignored without detrynent 
to the meaning and understanding of it 
asa whole. We, therefore, bespeak for 
if « careful study and consideration. 

We need hardly assure our Holy Father, 
on bebalf of ourselves and clergy wnd 
laity, that we give our unreserved and 
hearty adhesion to all its teachings and 
directions,

The Salvation Army Chief Warmly Wol- 
comed in New York-— WiLL Spend 
Three Weeks in Canada. 


New York, Jan. 17.—Gen, William 
Booth, chief of the Salvation Army, ar- 
rived here Saturday. Commander Booth- 
‘Tucker and a large delegation of Salya- 
tionists gaye Gen, Booth a warm recep- 
tion, 

The General,’’ said Commander Booth- 
Tneker, “will stay at my home in Ford- 
ham until Monday, when he will leave 
by the 1 o'clock train from the Grand 

Jentral depot for Canada, I shall accom- 
pany him as far as Vanceboro on the 
border, where he will be met by his 
daughter, Miss Eya Booth, who is in 
charge of the Salvation Army in Canada, 
He will remain three weeks in Canada, 
inspecting the work of the army and 
then will return to the United States. He 
will begin his American tour on Feb, 10 
in Washington. After that he will visit 
Pittsburg, Columbus, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Denyer, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Portland, Seattle and 
Spokane, at which last place he will be 
on March 12. Then the general will again 
cross over to Canada and yisit Victoria, 
Vancouver and Winnipeg.

A BULLET IN HIS HEAD.

fully, Alter his return for Wolverhampton 
ho identifled himself with the Liberal 
movement and in 1858 was appointed 
Judge Adyocate General. Subsequently 
he was President of the Poor Law Board. 
He became & member of Lord Palmer- 
ston’s second administration in 1859, As 
aun independent Liberal he was one of the 
most able and eloquent leaders of the 
anti-Corn Law agitation and to the tri- 
wnhph of the cause his earnest speeches 
and persistent motionsin Parliament con- 
tributed. In the session of 1865 he intro- 
duced 4 very important ieasure in con- 
nection with the poor law administration, 
the Union Charge Ability bill, which 
became law. In 1879 his constituents at 
Wolyerhampton unveiled a marble statue 
of Mr Villiers, when speeches in eulogy 
of his public services in connection with 
the anti Corn Law movement were do- 
livered by Karl Granyille and Sir Robert 
Peel, Notwithstanding his extremely 
idvanced age, his memory was singularly 
retentive and he was able to entertain his 
friends for hours at a time with lively 
scenes in the House of Commons during 
the first half of the contury. Canning had 
passed away cight years before Mr. Villi- 
ors entered Parliament, but the two often 
met, us Canning was a hosom friend of 
the uncle of Mr. Villiers. Whe latter often 
went to the House to hear Canning speak 
and he described him as a wonderful 
orator. With Cobden and Bright he was 
intimately associated in the anti-Corn 
Law agitation anc was always described 
as one of the triumyirate that brought 
about the repeal, 

Among the famous personalities he 
could recall and vividly portray were the 
grout Sir Rober& Peel, Lords Melbourne, 
Russell, Derby, Aberdeen, Broughain, 
the Duke of Wellington, Daniel O'Con- 
nell, Hume, Grote and Disraeli. He al- 
Ways delighted to recall the circumstance 
that he was in the House when Disraeli 
made the celebrated speech in which he 
said that one day the House would be 
compelled to listen to him, 

The late Mr, Villiers was the third son 
of the Hon. George Villiers, son of the 
first Har) of Clarendon by the only duugh- 
ter of the first Lord Boringdon. Accord- 
ing to ‘Men and Women of the Time’ 
he was born Jan. 1, 1802, but this date 
wppears to be inaccurate, for the London 
papers of Jan. 4 say that on the preyious 
day Mr, Villiers celebrate 1 his 96th birth- 
day, received a large number of his friends 
and congratulatory messages from all 
parts of the Kingdom, 










































































PRACTICALLY A CASUS BELLI. 









France Apparently Bent Upon Forcing 
Great Britain Into War. 


London, Jan. 17,.—Temporarily over- 
shadowed, the movements of the French 
on the Upper Nile are again becoming 
unpleasantly prominent to those who 
imagined that Great Britain had undis- 
puted claims upon those regions. It is 
jmmuaterial to discuss the exact where- 
abouts of the French expeditions. It 
suffices that, aece=Cing to the bulk of the 
evidonce, they ha,s penetrated to Bahr- 
l-Ghazol, tho most fertile province of 
the Egyptian Soudan, with the distinct 
mandate of their Government, If this is 
trno, and the declarations of successive 
British Cabinets mean anything, M. 
Hanotaux, the French Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, has brought about a casus belli. 

Thus far, M. Hanotaux seems to haye 
the adyantage, but the game is dangerous. 
Fear of war with France will not stop 
Great Britain from recovering the wholo 
of the Egyptian Soudan and driving out 
any French expeditions which may be 
found there, when, in the opinion of tho 
Marquis of Salisbury, the proper time 
has arrived. 

In the meanwhile, Prince Honry of 
Orleans is fitting out, at Marseilles, and 
evidently with the approyal of the Goy- 
ernment, an armed expedition to subdue 
the equatorial proyinces which the Negus 
presented, claiming they belonged to 
Abyssinia in prehistoric times, bué in 
reality these provinces are identical with 
those Great Britain is seeking to restore 
to Egypt. So, perhaps, there is some truth 
in the story that tho activity of the Brit- 
ish is due to the Egyptian intelligence 
department learning that the French 
Abyssinian troops haye reached Fashoda, 
that King Menelik is preparing reinforce- 
ments with the intention of following up 
this success and that cammon policy, 
which is morally supported by Russia, 
unites France and Abyssinia.

A Good Move. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway authorities 
are issuing a general circular to their train- 
men aod engineers, the object of which is 
to see that they obtain sutflicient rest at 
terminal points. They will register on 
arrival at terminal points the followiog 
particulars ; (1) Date and hour came on 
duty ; (2) number of hours rest before com 
ing on duty ; (3) date and hour of arrival ; 
(4) number of hours on duty without rest ; 
(5) ready for twelve hours duty again at ; 
(6) signature. Engineers and trainmen 
must not start out from the divisional 
points to which they belong unless they are 
perfectly fresh and fit to make a round trip. 
In no case must they leave any divisional 
points unless prepared for at least twelve 
hours’ service.

comes interesting and worthy of investi: 
gation, Tho subject was discussed by Mr 
Wilgus, tho resident engineer of the clty 
end eastern division of the Now York 
Central railroad, and Mr, Curtis, the su- 
porvisor of tho yards at Porty-ninth street, 

Mr. Wilgus oxpressed the opinion that 
tho force of tho suction caused by a rapid- 
ly moving train would not be sufficiont 
to draw under the train such a heavy ob 
jootasamoan, If, however, the man hap- 
pened to be struck or brushed by tho train 
hard onough to make him lose his balance, 
and he should fall so that tho wolght of 
his body would act in unison with the 
drawing force of the air, then it might be 
possible. 

Mr. Curtis says, ‘It is generally tho 
combination of several forces that causes 
mon to be drawn under trains.’’ In order 
to explain this it is necessary to givoa 
short description of the track approach to 
the Grand Central station. Those who are 
familiar with the tracks from about Nine- 
tieth street know that from there down 
they run through a tunnel. This tunnel 
is divided into three compartments, Two 
tracks are in the middle compartment and 
the other tracks in smaller compartments 
on either side, At some distance apart in 
the soparating walls of this tunnel are 
openings kome 6 feot wide and tall enough 
for a mun to walk through. These man- 
holes, as they are called, are for the pur- 
pose of alloy ing trackmen to pass from 
one compartnignt to another and for safe- 
ty whon trains are passing. 

Near Ejghty-third street and where the 
four tracks run in one large compartment 
the manholes are in the sido walls. The 
force exerted upon a body standing in the 
open is exactly the reyerse from that ex- 
orted upon it in a closed manhole. In the 
open holo in the separating wall the force 
tends to blow the object out, for the rea- 
son that the compartinent is just large 
enough to allow for tho passage of a train 
through it. When therefore a train comes 
along this track, it forces out théair in 
tho compartment, and any one standing 
in one of these holes would get the benefit 
of it. In these manholes a man is within 
about three fect of a passing train, 

In describing the sensation of being in 
ono of those places during the passing of 
a train Mr. Curtis said that there was ab- 
rolutely no feeling of danger from suction, 
nnd that the slightest resistance on the 
part of a person standing in the hole would 
counteract tl ; outside force, He thought 
that possibly the sbape of the object, such 
as asninll shvd or house, standing near a 
track might cause the air to form some 
kind of a whirlwind motion and pull one 
under, but ti at it was doubtful. When 
asked whether tho walls did not protect a 
man by breaking the force of the current, 
Mr. Curtis said that possibly they did, but 
not enough to affect the general conclu- 
sions. ‘hero are instances when such an 
accident might be credited to the suction, 
as in the case of a woman, The current 
of air would haye far more surface to act 
upon, and the tendency would be to make 
the woman lose her balance, and conse- 
quently her power of resistance, when the 
currentof air might readily draw the body 
under the cars, or in the case of a child it 
would be possiblo. But in the case of a 
man Mr. Curtis said that the force was 
not strong enough to pull one under a 
train. - 

At Mount St. Vincent, a few miles 
aboyvo New York, on the New York Cen- 
tral railroad, is'a comparatively straight 
track, and, according to the foreman of 
this section, tvains run from 85 to 40 miles 
an hour at that point, ‘Is it in your 
opinion,"’ the foreman was askod, ‘'safe 
for a man to stand within three feet of the 
North Shore limited passing that point?” 

“Porfectly,’’ replied the foreman. And 
then ho went on ‘to explain how a man 
yiight be drawn undor the cars if a very 
strong wind was blowing across the track 
or if ho lost his balance or was pushed 
from tho rear. By this time the limited 
camo in sight, ranning at least 85 miles 
an hour, Takiig a position about four 
fect from the train and noar a post, in 
caso of neod, the writer stood until the 
train passed, with the result that the gen- 
eral opinions he had heard were vorifled. 
The force of tho ourrent was hardly per- 
ceptible except about his head, waking it 
necessary to hold his hat on, It is true 
that many of our trains run 10 or 20 miles 
an hour faster than tho one with which 
the experiment was mado, but the fact 
that practically no force of suction was 
felt in this cuse, coupled with the state- 
ment made by the engineer of one of the 
fastest locomotives on the road, that a 
man coyld stand within four fect of a 
train moving 60 miles an hour with safe- 
ty, makes it fair to assume that had the 
limited been going at this rate the result 
would have been the same. 

From the nbove facts it may be conclud- 
ed that the suction force exerted by a swift 
train upon an object the #izo and weight 
of the average man is not sufficient to 
draw tho object under the wheels,—New 
York Commercial.

A HISTORIC KEY. 


It Was Thrown Into Loch Leven When 
Queen Mary Escaped. 

This interesting key of Loch Leven cas- 
tle is still in existence, It was found in 
tho lako, and is'‘supposed to have been the 
ono thrown in by the young Douglas when 
Mary, queen of Scots, wade her cscape. 
The key was originally in the possession 
of William Hamper, Esy., who presented 
it to Sir Walter Scott, having first had an 
engraving made of it. 

The castlo of Loch Leyen is situated on 
an island of about two acres noar the 
northwest extremity of the lake. Queen 
Mary, when she dismissed Bothwell on 
Carberry hill and joined tho insurgents, 
was carried -aptive into Edinburgh and 
on tho following day committed to Lech 
Leven castle. On the 25th of March, 
1567-8, she attempted to escape thence in 
tho disguise of a laundress, but was frus- 
trated. 

On Monday, May 2, 1568, however, 
while the family were at supper, the boy, 
William Douglas, secured the keys of the 
castle and gave egress to the queen and 
her maid from the stronghold; then, lock 
ing the gates behind thom to proyens pur- 
suit, he place ~ the fugitives in a boat that 
lay near at hund and rowed them to tho 
appointed landing place on the north side 
of the lake,—Strand Magazine.

A WESTERN MURDER. 


Rancher Attacked by Nayviesin Crows’ 
Nest Pass Dies as the Result of In- 
juries--Mounted Police Capture His 
Four Assailants. 


Calgary, Jan.17—Information has reach- 
ed here that what at present seems to have 
been a brutal murder was committed last 
week ata place called the Loop, in the 
Crow’s Nest pass, thevictim beinga rancher 
named George Smythe, who resided near 
Carnett’s ranch, in the Pincher Creek 
district. It appears that Smythe had 

een employed for some time freighting on 
he railway, and was travelling eastward, 
when some men employed on the Bir- 
mingham contract asked him to give them 
a ride. He declined, and was terribly 
beaten. In a few hours afterwards he 
died of the injuries he had received. 

The Mounted Police at Crow's Nest 
lake at once started in pursuit, and cap- 
tured one of the men on the road and the 
othor three shortly afterwards, concealed 
ia the timber near Birmingham's camp. 
All of them were taken to the Mounted 
Police post at the Crow's Nest headquar- 
ters in Alberta. :

These are but a few illustrations of the 
manner in which the taxpayers of oach 
municipality have been and are annually 
squeezed out of their proper portion of the 
School Fuad by the Ontario Government. 
They could be multiplied a hundred fold ; 
and yet there is an increasing yearly deficit 
between income and expenditure, which 
simply means that additional taxes will 
have to be levied upon the people, unless 
amore economical and prudent Govern- 
ment replaces the one now in power. 

Let the people ponder on these factr, 
and there is little doubt how they will act 
when the time comes for stamping their 
disapprobation upon such modes of gov- 
ernment.

- BUCKET SHOPS. 

These fleecing institutions are not con- 
fined to towns and cities in Canada, even 
the great commercial city of the United 
States, New York, is infested with them, 
though they exist and ply their swindling 
operations contrary to law, as will be seon 
by the following telegram from New York 
on January 15th inst.: 


Four alleged bucket shops in the Wall 
Street section, says the report, were raided 
yesterday by Captain McCloskey and a 
squadron of detectives, on warrants issued 
by Magistrate Flammer. The firms raided 
are Ridley, Peiser & Oo., of 42 and 44 Broad- 
way, where five prisoners were arrested ; 
the Standard Stock Co,, of 53 New street, 
where five prisoners were arrested; the 
Public Stock and grain Co., of 51 New street, 
where four prisoners, one a lady, were 
arrested, and Hamilton & Co., of 53 New 
street, where three prisoners were arrested. 


The greatest excitement prevailed in all 
the places where the detectives entered. 
The places had been watched for several 
weeks, aud the warrants had been procured 
when the police thought they had all the 
evidence they wanted. The detectives 
marched their prisoners into the streets, 
and there were about 300 persons outside 
awaiting them, A crowd followed them 
nto the Centre street Court, where the 
men were arraigned.

LYING PAMPHLETS. 


Pactilc Railway Folders 
Inimical to Canadian Interests, 
~A B.C. Protest, 


The Northern 


Vancouver, Jan. 18.—Comment is be 
ing made by the merchants of Vancouver 
and Victoria on United States pamphlets 
being distributed detrimental to the 
Canadian ontfitting frade, particularly to 
one recently issued by the Northern Pa 
clile Railway, entitled‘ Koy to Klondike,” 

VYhe local press coinmented on the mat 
ter and if is likely to be takon up by the 
Vancouyor and Victoria Boards of Trade. 
The Northern Pacifle folder referred t 
strongly recommends outfitting in the 
United States. As a matter of fact the 
miner sayes from 12 to 40 per cent, by 
outfitting in either Victoria or Vancouver. 

The very marked absence of any refer 
ence to Victoria and Vancouver as the 
chief points of departure for the Canadian 
gold fields in the folder is strongly com- 
mented upon, and it is thought that, in 
view of the wide distribution of this mis 
leading Northern Pacific publication, the 
Boards of Trade of the two Canadian 
coust cities will take joint action in call- 
ing attention, not only to the saying to 
be made in purchasing In Canada, but to 
the advantages in starting from Vancon- 
ver or Victorin, from which steamers sail 
regularly, and where accurate informa- 
tion can be obtained from Government 
officials asto the regulations under which 
the Canadian gold fields ure administered. 
Such information can only be correctly 
and fully obtained in Canada, and a gold- 
seeker so posted need haye no fear of de- 
tention and annoyance on reaching the 
confines of the Canadian Yukon by rea 
son of his running counter to some regu- 
lation. 


SIFTON COMES DOWN. 


New Rogulations Governing Placer Min- 
ing on the Yukon-A Poor Man's 
Mining Couhtry Now.

This latter oxemption 
isan important concession, as it now 
makes the Yukon district ‘‘a poor man’s 
country,’’ and gives everyone a fair show. 
Had the regulations of last August been 
persisted in, they must soon have driven 
every miner out of the country. 

Another important change isa decrease 
of frontage of claims of 100 feet, as de- 
cided upon six months ago, to 26 foet. 
Now discoyerors’ claims will be 26 feet. 
Every miner or employe must take out a 
miner’s license. the foe for which will be

‘This got the A.ndara man’s back 
up, and ho wired back: “*You d—— fool; 
what do you know?” The Joyke man un- 
willing to allow an incorrect messaye to be 
sent, kept his soul in peace and telegraphed 
back to Amdara: No lions in this part of 
India, say tigers. But the Amdara man 
was determined to have his way, and ro- 
quested that his original message should 
be sent on, which was done, ‘The perman- 
ent way inspector hurried to Amdara, and 
there learnt that two tigers had actually 
been fighting in the stationmaster’s com- 
pound, and that this little unrehearsed 
incident had prevented the stationmaster 
getting to the station to give the ‘line clear” 
for the up mail. The rest of the station 
staff had apparently bolted, and the station- 
master could not make them hear. When 
the tigers left his compound and the coast 
was clear, the man hurried to the signal 
room and sent the messago first quoted,

IMPROVED OLD LONDON. 


An Important Scheme to be Submitted 
to Parliament. 


London, Jan. 16.—Particulars of an in- 
teresting and important scheme as regards 
London, to which Parliament is to be 
askcd to give its sanction during the com- 
ing session, are just made public. Briefly 
stated, the proposal is to construct a con- 
tinuation of the embankment from the open 
space on the west side of Victoria Tower 


to Lambeth bridge, with the powers to 
rearrange a good deal of the adjoining 
neighborhood. The works to ba au- 
thorized by the new bill are: A new 
street, 90 feet wide, commencing at or 
near the Victoria Tower of the House 
of Parliament and terminating in the 
Horseferry road, at a point 70 yards 
or thereabouts to the westward of the 
western end of Lambeth bridge, and several 
other new streets. An embankment or 
river wall with roadway 40 feet wide there- 
on is proposed along the foreshore of the 
River Thames, commencing at or near the 
southeastern corner of the Victoria Tower 
Gardens, adjoining the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and terminating at the western end 
of Lambeth bridge. It is proposed to take 
power to stop up and discontinue for public 
use a number of streets and places, or 
some part or parts of these, in the vicinity. 
The capital proposed is £1,000,000, with 
borrowing powers,

London, Jan, 19.—Great Britain has 
again declined to re-open the sealing 
question. Itseems that her previous refusal 
gaye as its reason that while negotiations 
were pending between the United States 
and Canada, Great Britain could not re 
open the matter.

THE GRAND OLD COW. 


President MeLaren Waxes Eloquent to 
Her Praise at the Western Dairyman's 
Convention at London Yesterday. 


London, Jan. 20.—The annual conyen- 
tion of the Buttor and Choese Association 
of Western Ontario began in the Grand 
Opera House here yesterday afternoon. 
There was a large attendance of delogatos 
from the western section of the proyince, 
together with prominent visitors from 
other parts. 

President's Annual Address. 

The President, Mr. A, F. MacLaren, 
M.P., of Stratford, read his annual ad- 
dress. Ho traced tho history of the asso- 
olation in an interesting way since its 
{inception in 1868, whon the first meeting 
was held in Ingersoll. During all tho 
years since elapsed, the great cheese in- 
dustry had gone forward with leaps and 
bounds, He folt that a good work had 
been done in joining hands with the 
Butter Asssoolation. It was marvellous to 
note how many cheese factories had been 
recently converted into creameries for the 
jiep se of making butter during tho 
winter months, and the time had arrived 
when good combination men were needed. 
Kyery cheese maker should also learn 
how to make butter and make it propor- 
ly. He praised Messrs. Clark, Mor- 


rison and Miller, and referred in 
soyers terms to those factories who neg- 
lected to employ an inspector. Butter- 


making Inspector Sprague had also done 
good work. 

If the assoolation was to keep pace with 
the times more instructors must be em- 
ployed, at least ten for cheese and ten for 
bitter, The Government had been assist- 
ing them liberally, and a fee of 25 cents 
a year from cach factory would onable 
them to employ more instructors. The 
Legislature should invest the association 
with authority to empower instructors 
to act as health officers, as some of the 
factories are in a vory filthy and deplor- 
able condition, a 

The Association Warned. 

Ho warned the association that tho 
other provinces, as well as the United 
States and New Zealand, are watching 
thoin closely and pushing very hard to 
achieve 4 similar position in the markets 
of the world. There must be no idling 
and going to sleep. ‘To-day our chances 
were preater than ever, Education had 
accomplished much, and yet people asked 
what use were dairy conventions and so 
on, Dairy farmers should learn from their 
neighbors, should yisit the best dairy 
farms in America, and act accordingly. 
The cow should be treated almost as well 
as if she were one of the family. 

For Better Cheese Methods. 

The president dealt with better mothods 
of boxing oheese. The cracking of cheese 
could readily be overcome, with proper 
care. Cheeses were. often hauled to the 
railway in rain and mud. If dairymen 
would think for one moment of what a 
Klondike the Grand Old Cow and the 
dairy business would be to thom if han- 
dled properly, he had no doubt there 
would speedily be a great improvement, 
Concluding, the president warned dairy- 
mnen against allowing cows to eat turnips, 
drink impure water, go without salt, eat 
apples or refuse from cider mills, rape or 
rye, be abused, whippod, run by dogs or 
excited, allowing milkers to milk with 
dirty hands, or cheese-makers to buy 
second-hand supplies. He also urged care 
in packing of cheeso and gave many 
other useful suggestions. 

Directors’ and Treasurer's Reports. 

The directors’ report was also present: 
ed by the president, dealing in detail with 
the doings of tho past year. 

Sccretary-Treasurer Geo. 
Brantford read his annual statement of 
receipts and disbursements. Recoipts 
totalled $5,881.88, the expense being $5,- 
558.90, leaving a balance of $277.48, ‘

RUSSIA WANTS MANGHURIA- 





Loan Not Settled Yet—Opening of Tallen- 
Wan Causes the Friction. 


Pekin, Jan, 20.—The Tsung-Li-Yamen 
(the Chinese Foreign Office) has had an- 
other conference on the subject of the 
Joan, which is still unsettled. Bosides the 
righ6 to extend the Burmah Railroad 
through Yun-Nan Proyinee, (the most 
southeasterly province of China), Great 
Britain asks the right to build railroads 
through the Proyince of Sze-Schuan 
(north of Yun-Nan) and a third treaty 
port is demanded, the indentity of which, 
no doubt, is Siang-Yin, situated just 
south of Sung-Ling Lake in the Proyince 
of Hu-Nan, which Japan proposed to open 
at the time of the Shimonescki negotia- 
tions. > 

The proposed opening of the port of 
Talion-Wan (on the Lino-Tung peninsular, 
and north of Port Arthur, a position 
which would command the railroad con- 
necting Port Arthur with the north and 
Manchuria) continues to be the chief 
difficulty, Russia desiring to keep the 
whole of Manchuria for herself. Neither 
power is willing to yield on this point, 
and the question is no longer a commer- 
cial one. It has become political. 





Centurion at Nagasaki. 


Yokohama, Jan. 20.—The British bat- 
tleship Centurion, flagship of the British 
squadron in Chinese waters, has arrived 
at Nagasaki.

The 
rato of pay for the first year is 50 cents 
per day, increasing to the last year, con- 
ditional upon good conduct, up to 70 
cents per day. When this matter was 
under discussion in Parliament last ses- 
sion ig was announced that an attempt 
would be made to reduce the force to 500 
men all told for the Territories.

A LIBERAL VIEW. 


The Political Outlook in Ontario, as 


Viewed by a Hardy Organ. 


Toronto Star (Liberal) 

Never before, as far a4 I can make out, 
did so many mombors of the Ontario Legis- 
lature ask for re-election in their constitu: 
vies, for now only twelve men who have 
seats in this Parliament have decided to go 
out of public life. Four yoars ago, owing 
to the peculiar cutting up of political par- 
ties and for many reasons, twenty-two men, 
eleven of each party, gave up {their places 
in the House without making an effort to 


recapture them. 

This year only one Conservative, Dr. 
Ryerson, has decided not to fight. Of the 
Liborale, Messrs, Gibson, Baxter, Flatt, 
Field, Paton, and, probably, Harty aud 
Hobbs, will not face the electorate, Pa- 
trons MoNeil, Maclaren, Gamey and Shore 
will make no effort to represent their coun- 
ties again. 

Those who say they know, declare that 
tho Liborals are not yet ready for battle. 
Tho organization so far is not complete, 
and is of a spasmodic and local nature. 
The campaign literature is fairly well dis- 
tributed, and the ridings fairly well ar- 
ranged for a stumping tour, but a number 
of matters which are decidedly dangerous 
have been left unsettled. For instance. 
two Liberal candidates are in the field in 
Glengarry. One, Mr, Macpherson, the 
sitting member, was endorsed by the 
‘Patrons, but in a manifesto which he re- 
cently issued he claims to haye the sanction 
of Hon. A. S. Hardy in his campaign. 

There are also two Liberal candidates in 
South Renfrew. At the last election the 
contest was fought in that form with no 
Conservative nominee. The brother-in- 
law of the defeated candidate is again in 
the field, and the animosity between the 
factions of the Liberal supporters is keen, 
In a three-handed fight Dempsey, the 
Conseryative, would win. 

In Frontenac, a Conservative, a Liberal 
and Mr, J. L. Haycock, are in the field. 
Four years ago a Liberal-Patron combina- 
tion w - yith difficulty, and in a three- 
handed fight the Conservative would win. 
The same may certainly be said of Prince 
Edward County. 


In the West, there is a serious defection 
in the ranks in North Wentworth, and it 
is stated that Mr. Flatt, the sitting mem- 
ber, is working against Mr. Pirie, the Lib- 
eral candidate. This means a Consorvative 
victory. There is also trouble in the ranks 
in West Kent, which must be patched up, 
or there will be a Conservative in that rid- 
ing in the next election. In Stormont, 
too, there is such a bitter race for the 
nomination that the honor seems now to 
be valueless. 


On the other hand the Conservatives are 
united and, save in North Hastings, which 
is overwhelmingly Conservative, there is 
said to be nothing but unison from one 
end of the province to the other. 


There are no Patron-Liberal or Patron- 
Conservative combinations this year. In 
the last election, Messrs. Haycock, Mc- 
Pherson and Cavan were elected by Liberal 
votes, but this year each one has a Liberal 
candidate against him. 

Messrs. cDonald, McNicol, McNeil 
and Tucker were elected by Conservative 
votes in the last election, and this year 
py hidve Conservative votes also against 
them.

Government at Toronto should not be im- 
perilled by an unnecessarily long-drawa- 
out contest over a petty Reyistrarship. So 
far as Mr. Gardiner is concerned, he is 
quite willing to postpone the squaring of 
accounts with Hon. J. M. Gibson till 
the e'ections are over, and in the in- 
terim, or at the final round up, 
whenever it may occur, he does not desire 
to have any of his friends involyed in the 
melee.

Farmers’ Institute. 


The Farmers’ Institute held one of their 
series of meeting for the Township of Sid- 
ney at Hogle's schoolhouse Friday, 15th. 
In the absence of the President, Mr. John 
Holgate, Vice-President Dench, our popu- 
lar Uaenty Councillor, ogcupied the cha‘r, 

Mr. Dench in a few remarks spoke of the 
advantage derived from the institute and 
urged the members to induce their friends 
to join.

Some very practical sug- 
gestions as to the feediny of Nee for a pro- 
fit were given by that gentleman. 


Long before the hour set for the evening 
session, the house was filled, and before 
the speakers arrived standing room was at 
par. In the evening ladies were invited to 
attend and a large number were present. 
Tho meeting was opened by the President, 
Mr. John Holgate, who in a very able 
speech set forth the advantage derived from 
the institute by the members. The Pre- 
sident then introduced Mr. Hugo Reed, 
V.S., who gave a splendid address on the 
education of the horse, followed by Mr. 
MacNeil on the spraying of frait trees, 
which was of great interest to the farmers, 
owing to the fact that it is almost impossi- 
ble to raise good fruit, as there is an enemy 
for every variety. Mr. MacNeil gave some 
practical advice on spraying that will be of 
great value to fruit growers of this section. 


Mr, Hitchen again addressed the meet- 
ing, but owing to the lateness of the hour 


only made some passing remarks of a hum- 


orous nature which lightened the meeting 
copsiderably. The session was enlivened 
by singing; the Fourth Concession choir 
was in attendance, ‘l’ue comic songs by 
Messrs. Knight and Loyd brought forth 
rounds of applause and hoeth gentlemen 
were forced to respond to hearty encores.

THE POIRIER MURDER. 


The Evidence at the Trial Is Very Dam- 
aging Against the Accused—Find- 
ing a Dead Husband. 


St. Socholastique, Que., Jan. 21.—At 
| half-past ten yesterday morning proceed- 
ings in the Poirier murder trial re-com- 
monced. Joseph Mounier, who yesterday 
afternoon had glyen very damaging evi- 
dence against the prisoner, was cross- 
examined as to haying made a statement 
in public that he hoped that the woman 
would be hanged. Now, however, he 
would make no definite admission of hay- 
ing done so. 

Adelard Robert proved having filled 
Sam Parslow's whiskey bottle a day or 
two before the murder. It was the same 
bottle as that produced in court. 

Delia Lachapelle testified to haying 
heen in the company of the prisoner and 
Sam Parslow when the latter had read 
aloud an acoount of the Rawdon horror. 
Witness remarked that Tom Nulty would 
be hanged, but Mrs, Poirier had replied, 
“IT don’t think he will, we don’t hang 
murderers nowadays; you willseea worse 
crime than Nulty’s was before many days 
are past.’’ 

On another occasion prisoner had 
witness to understand that sho di 
love hor husband. 

Adrien Rioux, postmaster of St. Canute, 
said that whilst Sam Parslow was in 
Montreal he had written seyeral times to 
Mrs. Poirier, She had not, he believed, 
replied to these communications. 

Antoine Charbonneau, who had taken 
charge of tho place directly after the cor- 
oner’s arrival, proved that he had admit- 
ted no one to the house. He had, how-

| ever, found at the bottom of the stoye a 


charred heap of papers, cloth and woollen 
stuff; of this he was quite certain. The 
remains conld nof possibly have beon 
those of a wood fire. 

At 12,80 p.m. the court adjourned. 

In the afternoon Mr. Phillas Des Or- 
meau, farmer of St, Canute, was the first 
witness, He said: ‘‘On Noy. 22 last I 
was called by Coroner Mignault as care- 
taker of Poirter's house, with Antoine 
Charbonneau and John Hall, both of the 
same placo.’’ He corroborated Charbon- 
neau’s evidence as to the ashes found in 
the stoye. ‘‘It is myself who found the 
hooks and eyes in the stoye the second 
day after the murder, which were pro- 
duced in court.’ 

The next witness was Joseph Cyr. He 
lives opposite Poirier’s house and said: 
“T knew Poirier for over six years as an 
honest and sober man. Hoe was very well 
esteomed in the parish.’’ The witness 
then produced pillows, quilts, sheets and 
blankets, which were on the bed where 
Poirier had been murdered, and these 
articles were handed around to the jury 
for inspection. 

Mr Noe Bouyerette, blacksmith of St. 
Canute, a neighbor of Poirier’s, said: 
“On Noy. 32 last Mrs. Poirier called at 
my shop to go and open the door for her, 
because it was locked and she had no koy. 
I took off a second window and went in 
and opened the front door to let her get 
in. Sho there asked to see in the room if 
her husband was there, because sho sald 
‘I am afraid to go myself.’ I found Poir- 
jer dead, lying across the bed and I told 
her, ‘Your husband is there, but he has 
his throat cut.’ We went, and she went 
home without saying anything.”’ 

The court adjourned until to-day.

A funny thing has occurred in connec- 
tion with the publication at Halifax of 
an alleged draft of the I.C.R. freight 
tariff.

than man, No. Woman was an independ 
ont creation and was intended, if she 
chose, to live alone, to work alone, aot 
alone, think alone and fight her battles 
aione. The Bible says it is not good for 
man to be alone, buf never says it is not 
good for woman to be alone, and the 
simple fact is that many women who are 
harnossed for life in tho marriage rela- 
tion would be a thousandfold better off 
if they were alone, 

Whv are these men who year after year 
hang around hotels and engine houses 
and theater doors, and come in and out 
to bother busy clerks and merchants and 
mechanics, doing nothing, whon there is 
plenty to do? They are mon supported by 
their wives and mothers.

Oh, young women of America, as many 
of you will have to fight your own battles 
alone, do not wait until you are flung of 
disaster and your father is dead and all 
the resources of your family have been 
scattered, but now, while ina good house 
and enyironed by all prosperities, learn 
how to do somo kind of work that the 
world must haye as long as the world 
stands. Turn your attention from the 
embroidery of fine slippers, of which there 
is a surplus, and make a useful shoe. 
ixpond the time in which you adorn # 
cizar case in learning how to make a 

‘ood, honest loaf of bread, Turn your at- 

ontion from the making of flimsy noth- 
ings to the manufacturing of important 
somethings.

London, Jan, 23.—It is reported that 
Japan has purchased tho Brazilian orulsor

London, Jan, 22.—Tho St. James Ga- 
zotte yosterday afternoon, commonting 
upon the despatch from Yokahama  say- 
ing that a floet of nine Japanose warships 
will leave Japan in the course of a week 
for Chinese wators, says: ‘‘Japan is pre 
pared for war. That, in a nutsholl, ts the 
news from Yokahama, and it is really the 
first news from Japan since the bogin- 
ning of the Chinese crisis.

If the Mikado Breaks From Restraint 
There Will Bo War, 


Londoh, Jan. 24.—While ovents are 
moving with somewhat dramatic rapidity 
in the far Kast and complications may 
any day deyolop a situation fraught with 
momentous dangers, when the known 
facts and the position of affairs are 
analyzod there is really not much reason 
at the present moment to suppose that a 
solution of the crisis will be found in a 
resort to war. ‘here is reason to believe 
that diplomatic circles do not fear that it

Customs Regulations Which It Would Be 
Well to Study Up. 


The Commissioner of Customs has been 
at work for sdme time collecting informa- 
tion with a view to dealing fairly with 
foreigners destined for Dawson. Reogula- 
tions have been alopted governing the 
handling of foreign goods passing in 
transit through Canada from Juneau, 
Alaska, and Circlo City or other points 
in Alaska, vin the Chilkoot or White 
Passes. ‘They are as follows: 

1, Imported goods in transit as above 
described shall be reported at the Cana- 
dian custom house, Luke ‘Tagish, and 
muy be entered for exportation there on 
the usual form *‘in transitu’’ in duplicate, 

2. The goods may then be delivered 
Without payment of duty, to be carricd 
to thoir destination out of Canada by any 
transportation company which has duly 
executed a bond in the form prescribed 
by the Minister of Customs for the due 
and faithful delivery of all packages car- 
ried by such company and for general 
compliance with the customs law and 
regulations governing such traffic. A du- 
plicate of the entry in transitu, duly 
signed and marked with the proper cus- 
toms stamp, shall accompany each ship- 
ment of goods conyoyed by a bonded car- 
rier, so that the same may be returned to 
the customs house at Fort Cudahy, with 
a certificate thereon as to the landing of 
the goods in the United States or of their 
being passed outwards from Canada within 
six months from date of entry. 

3. If the goods when entered in trans- 
itu for exportation are not delivered to Be 
forwarded by «a bonded carrier, as pro- 
vided in the last preceding section, the 
duty thereon is to be deposited with the 
custoins officer at Luke ‘Tagish subject to 
nrefund at the port of Fort Cudahy 
when the goods pass outwards thereat, or 
upon the certifleate of an officer of the 
United States or of the Canadian customs 
that the said goods haye been landed in 
tho United States within six months 
from the date of their in transitu entry. 
‘Lhe duty deposited in such case is to be 
endorsed on the entry and certified by 
the customs officer in charge, and the 
duplicate-of tho-ontry— dud -ond- 
murked with the customs stamp is to be 
delivered to the person making their de- 
posit of duty. 

4. A report of such entry in transitu 
shall be forwarded by mail without delay 
by the customs officer at the sending port 
to the collector of customs at Fort Cud- 
ahy for the collection of duties entered in 
transitu and not duly reported. 

5. Tho articles usually classed as tray- 
eler’s baggage are to be passed free with- 
out entry.

RIOTING IN ALGIERS. 





Kuropo's ‘Down With the Jews"’ Fight 
Transferred to North Africa, 


Algiors, Jan, 26.—Further rioting oc- 
curred here at 9 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, when it was learned that a Hebrew 
had stabbed « Spaniard. A mob gathered, 
attacked and looted the Hebrew stores. 
Governor-General Lepine personally inter- 
yened in order to induce the rioters to 
desist from further disorderly conduct. 

During his efforts to restore order, the 
Goyernor-General narrowly escaped being 
struck by a chair which was thrown at 
him from a store. At the head of six 
Zouayes, with fixed bayonets, the Goy- 
ernor-General, preceded by military drum- 
mers, traversed the streets, appealing for 
quiet. He was followed by amobof about 
8,000 people, who shouted ‘‘Down with 
the Jews,’’ ‘‘Resign,’’ intermingled with 
a fow orles of ‘‘Vive la Gouverneur- 
General."’ 

The Governor-General finally retired to 
the winter palace, escorted by detach- 
ments of police and Zouaves. 

This evening tho town is in great tur- 
moll. All the shops are closed and troops 
are picketed in all the squares. Several 
Jewish shops haye been sacked, and the 
Chasseurs haye several times dispersed 
the crowds.

“National honor and self-respect of a 
country loying its freedom,"’ continues 
the7manifosto, ‘tare a sufficlont guarantec 
that the new policy is a full recognition 
of the colony's personality. If orrors en- 
sue if will be only the colony's fault, for 
political and clyil freedom has been fully 
organized, and the rights to rogulate 
commercial treatios conferred, the only 
limits to autonomy being the soverelgnity 
of Spain. 

“The only trouble that could 
would come if the colony should 
tho constitution or injure those interests 
that belong to the whole nation. ‘lo pre- 
vent such a possibility Spain retains con- 
trol, In order to maintain in full the duly 
constituted Government as the protection 
for high national interests while ap- 
parently threatened.”’ 

The manifesto adds that autonomy ex- 
cludes no one, but calls upon all to obey 
the Jaws.

The January session of the Oounty 
Council opened in the Council Chamber, 
Shire Hall, Tuesday afternoon at thres 
o'clock, although two o'clock was the hour 
they should have met. The members were 
all present at two o'clock, but the Reform- 
ers, whose turn it was to elect the Warden 
under the existing agreoment between the 
two political parties in the Council, went 
into caucus and were an hour in settling 
the question of who should preside during 
1898. Mr. Ulare and Mr. McCargar were 
the aspirants for the office, and the two 

stions had quite a hot time before they 
caméte.a vote, when Mr, McOargar was 
chosen, : 

The Clerk called the members to order 
and called for nominations for Warden. 

Mr. Holgate moved, seconded by Mr. 
Lancaster, that Mr, J. K. McCargar be 
Warden for the onsuing year. 

As there were no other nominations Mr. 
McCargar was declared clected by a stand- 
ing vote, and Mr. McOargar subscribed to 
the oath of ollice, after which he took the 
chair. 

He thanked the Council for the honor 
they had conferred upon him and asked 
the assistance of the members in filling the 
oftice. He would endeavsr to fill the chair 
to the best of his ability. Ooming to 
County affairs, he said it should be the aim 
of the Council to cut down expenses, par- 
ticularly on High Schools and County 
roads. The High Schools have become a 
burden upon the County, and it should be 
divided. He thought that $10,000 would 
be sufficient to spend on geavel roads. A 
deputation would wait upon the Council 
during the session to press the erection of 
a bridge over the Moira north of the 
G.T.R., and he’had no doubt they would 
deal with it as they saw best. After 
thanking the Council again for the honor 
he took his seat. 


Me. Dench congratulated His Honor on 
his election and he also congratulated the 
Reformers on electing their man without 
bringing politics into the Council. 

Mr. Hanley complimented Mr. Dench 
upor the’manner in which he conducted 
the affairs of the office of Warden last year. 


Mr. Oross spoke in a similar strain and 
he hoped the same good feeling and busi- 
ness-like principles would prevail during 
the coming year. He hoped tho same 
mode of electing a Warden would be ad- 
hered to in years to come. 


Moved by Mr. Hanley, seconded by Mr. 
English, that the thanks of the Council 
are due and are tendered to Mx-Warden 
Dench for the eflicient manner in which he 
condacted the affairs of the County for the 
past year. a 

After several members spoke endorsing 
the motion it carried by a standing vote, 
and the members sang ‘* For He’s a Jolly 
Good Fellow.” 

Mr. Dench acknowledged the vote of 
thanks.

KANSANS FOR CANADA, 


Dominion Government Agents Succeed in 
Inducing 150 Kansas Farmers to 
Colonize in This Country. 


Wichita, Kansas, Jan, 26.—For a weok 
or more agonts of the Dominion Govorn- 
ment and Canadian railroads haye been 
working in the country surrounding this 
city in the endeayor to induce linmigra- 
tion into the districts of Saskatchowan, 
Alberta and Assiniboja, in the Canadian 
Northwest. A number of mootings have 
been held, and at one in this city last 
evening a club of farmers numbering 150 
was organized with a yiew of planting a 
colony in that country. The majority of 
the membors are farmers financially able 
to make the journey, and have enough to 
start in the now country, Many of thom 
have met with a fair degree of success in 
Kanes, while others of thom haye failed 
lua are now seeking to recover lost 
ground, 

Cyrus Sullivan was elected President, 
and a county organization will be formed. 
Ropresentatives will then bo sent to tho 
Northwest Territory to roport, and if 
satisfactory information is recelyed a col- 
ony will be formed. Tho Government 
agents offer freo tranportation to settlers, 
admission of their goods free of duty and 
a free homestead of 160 acres of land. 


THE PRISONER'S DEMEANOR: 








Tom Nulty in Court -Shortis Reealled - 
Evidence to Show Insanity. 


Joliette, Que., Jan, 26.—In the case of 
Tom Nulty, on trial for the murder of 
his three sisters and little brother, near 
Rawdon last Novembor, the defence is 
bringing out avery tittle of evidence 
which will support their ploa of insanity. 
The prisoner remains standing through- 
out each entire session of the court with 
head slightly drooped. He occasionally 
casts a glance around the room from be- 
neath his eyebrows. For the most part he 
remains passive, reminding one of the 
role assumed by Shortis during his trial. 
Yesterday's sitting was taken up with 
recitals of more of Tom’s peculiaritios, § 

Thomas Vincent saw prisoner about a 
month anda half before the murders. 
Tom appeared to be terrified without any 
real cause. He had tried to calm him by 
haying him play_on his violin, but after 
playing a few bars Tom had to lay the 


‘instrument aside and hold his head and 





appeared to be in great pain. Onco during 
this occasion ho had laughed without any 
apparent reason and the next minute 
held his hands again to his head, 

John McCarthy knew prisoner two 
years. Met him in woods two months 
before the murders, when Tom was badly 
frightened over something, evidently only 
a fancy. 

James McCarthy said prisoner had told 
him two years ago-that his head seemed 
strange and that he thought his brain 
was affected. He had obseryed that Tom 
was jolly one moment and melancholy 
the next. In short, witness had always 
considered Tom was somewhat off in his 
head. 

Emile Leyesque gave similar testimony. 
He was an intimate friend of ‘Tom’s and 
was certain that he loved his sisters and 
brother.

A PRISONER'S CONFESSION- 





Case"’ Made in 
of Myr. Poirier. 


St. Scholustique, Que., Jan, 26.—At 
the opening of the court yesterday morn- 
ing, before the question of the admission 
of the confession mado by the prisoner, 
Detective MeCaskill was called again by 
the defence to resume some points of his 
evidence, The witness said that his depo- 
sition given in the cnquiry before the 
muigistrate was wrong and that the 
short-hand writer made him use words 
ho never mentioned, 

The cross oxamination was not import- 
ant and yery little value can be attached 
to it. f 

Mr. Poirier made a motion that all the 
witnesses of the defence be detained in 
court in case any of them should bo re- 
quired, This motion was granted. At 
half past eleyen the discussion of the 
legality of the confession was continued 
by Mr. Poirler, He argued on this point 
for an hour. Who court then adjourned 
until two o'clock, when Dr. Desmarais 
will resume the discussion for the defence, 

At two o'clock Mr. Desmarais began 
his plea on that important point of law 
as to the confession of the prisoner. He 
cited several judgments in connection 
With the present case and the more recent 
is the adjudgment of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in a case of Bram, 
accused of murder, which judgment was 
rendered on the 13th of December last at 
Washington and the next recent decision 
of Justice De Loriemer in the case of 
Nulty, in Joliotte, In both cases the con- 
fossion of the prisoner was rejected and 
the learned oriminalist argued that the 
same thing may be decided in the present 
case. Mr, Desmarais spoke for two hours 
on that question and at four o'clock Mr, 
Mathieu, the Crown Prosecutor, answered 
in a few words Mr. MoKay, the Crown's 
counsel, came after and was not long. 
Mr. Poirier replied for the defence and 
the court in a long and olaborate judg- 
mont made a ‘‘roseryed caso’’ on the 
question to be decided by the Court of 
the Queen’s bench appeal sido. 


A Bogus Freemason. 


Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 26.—George Flem- 
ing, who has just been convicted and sent 
to the State Penitentiary at Walla Walla, 
to serve two and a4 half years for obtain- 
ing money under false pretonses, has 
made a confession, which, if it were not 
corroborated by more than 100 letters 
from different Masonic lodges in the Uni- 
ted States and Canada, would be received 
with incredulity. Fleming is a bogus 
Mason, yet so skilfully has he applicd 
himself that he has been complimented 
by grand masters on his knowledge of 
Masonry. By his own admission he livec 
for years from money borrowed under 
false pretences from Masons, amounts 
varying from $10 to several hundred, or, 
as he told ex-Sheriff Van Devanter, ‘‘ac- 
cording to their clroumstances and times.’’

WHO'LL GET THAT LOAN? 





It Depends on Whether Russia or Britain 
Presses China Most, 


Pekin, Jan. 26.—Another loan confer- 
ence with the Tsung-Li-Yamen has taken 
place, the latter receiving the Russian 
voprescntatives in the morning. and the 
British Minister in the afternoon. It is 
believed the British Minister, Sir Claude

Socialists Kicked Up a Racket and Hada 
Hot Fight With the Troops, 


Brussels, Jan. 26.—M. Demblon, the 
Socialist who yiolently attacked the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies on Fri- 
day last, entered the vestibule of the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday afternoon, 
accompanied by a band ef Socialists. The 
officer in command of the guard informed 
him that, in pursuance of the President's 
order, he could not be allowed to enter, 
whereupon M. Demblon raised cries of 
“Vive l'Arme,’’ “Vive la Republique.” 
A crowd collected and attempted to rush 
the soldiers, with the result that there 
was 4 violent scuffle, the troops withstand- 
ing the mob with fixed bayonets, and a 
hand-to-hand fight taking place betwoen 
Socialists and anti-Soclalists, 


Indescribable Turmult. 


For the time the tumult was indesorib- 
able, and a strong body of police was re- 
quired to quell the disorder. Within the 
Chamber of Deputies the greatest excite- 
ment also prevailed. he Socialist depu- 
ties demanded to know who was responsi- 
ble for the violence of the soldiers towards 
the deputies. The tumult became deafen- 
ing, and the Ministers who attempted to 
reply were shouted down. 

There was furthor uproar in the House 
when one of the questioners declared he 
was responsible for the presence of the 
troops in the Chamber, adding, as a 
Warhing to the Socialists, that he would 
always do his duty against them. 

M. Vanderyelde, Socialist, denounced 
President Beernaert for calling him a 
“fighting man,"’ whereupon the President 
suspended the sitting amid great disorder. 

When business resumed, the President 
made a speech justifying the action taken 
against the Socialists, whereupon M. Van- 
dervelde again rose and uttered a violent 
tirade against the quaesters, and asked 
who had ordered the Socialists to be

THE RIVER SEINE. 
—_——— 
At Least One-Twentieth of the Paris 
Population is Always Fishing. 


The Seine is the most yersatilo of rivers. 
Most people seem to think that it is only 
to cross over, because of the frequent 
bridges; or, if they read the papers, that 
it is mosfly used by persons ofa theatri- 
cal turn to oomanit suieide in. But it has 
many uses, It is a sewer; it is a highway 
for floating omnibuses or fly-boats, which 
carry more people between different parts 
of the city than any ten tramwayg; it is 
4 nuyigable stream for deep-water oraft— 
from England principally—and affords a 
dozen ports in the gity of Paris alone; it 
is a canal, upon which there float more 
canal-boats than upon any regular canal 
in Franco; itis a bathtub, not only for 
people (in many floating baths which line 
ifs banks), but also for horses, cows and 
dogs, WNI0n nave week « designated bath- 
ing place; lt is a sw ne pona tux 
many ducks and geese; i¢ is a resqrvoir, 
from which water is pumped for the 
cloansing of tho city streets; it isa laundry 
tub, in which more than nine-tenths of the 
clothes of the citizens of Paris are washed 
—washing noyer being done at home, 
vyen by the poorest people. Last and 
most importint, it is the angling ground 
for the world’s most patient fishermen. 
Perhaps fish haye been caught in the 
Seine, because often men have protested 
that they haye caught them, but no one 
—if the same men be excepted—ever saw 
one caught, This fact, notwithstanding 
the passion for fishing, and fishing in the 
Seine particularly, a French statesman 
haus called the eyil oo-equal with the 
drinking of absinthe, that is undermining 
the nation. Spring, summer, autumn, 
winter, morning, noon and evening, rain 
ov shine, the Parisian world stands on 
the quais with a hook in the water wait- 
ing for a bite, Men, women and children 
are in the crowds, -and some look poor 
and some look rich. But nobody over 
looks other thun expectant. The waiters 
of thy small cafes ana restaurants in the 
Champs Elysees take advantage of the 
dull hours, aud, bareheaded, aproned and 
with napkins covering their immaculate 
shirt bosoms, seok a place in the ranks; 
cubien, too, and errand boys and tramps 
—everybody, If a census were taken 
some fine day it would indubitably show 
that af least one-twentieth of the popula 
tion of Paris was always fishing.

The Torms of the Agreement. 


According to the statement given out 
in Toronto yesterday the new road is to 
be built and owned by Mackenzic, Mann 
& Co. The grant given them towards the 
construction of the road by the Dominion 
Government is 25,000 ncres a mile in the 
district north of the sixtieth parallel of 
latitude and west of the Mackenzie and 
Laird Rivers. The owners of the road 
will be allowed to select the land wher- 
ever thoy wish, and wherever they make 
a selection they inust leave the alternate 
bloeks for the Government, The smallest 
blocks that they can appropriute will be 
three miles by six miles. It is also under- 
stood that the charter for thisroad, which 
was given to™Aloxaunder Begg, by the 
British Columbia Logislature, and which 
charter has beon acquired by Mackonzic, 
Mann & Go., also carries with it 15,000 
acres & mile from the - British Columbia 
Government. 

Thoud to Be Rashed Through. 

Messrs. Mackenziv, Mann & Co. under- 
take to haye the road completed by Sept. 
1 next, and to have a wagon road opened 
at the very curliest) date possible, that 
tens, supplies and men can get in. The 
rails and other material will be sent by 
Stoamier from Vancouver to Port Wrangel, 
thon transhippod to river boats and 
taken up to Glenora as soon as the Stick- 
ine is freo of ice. Whon the railway is 
builé the time between Vancouver and 
Dawson City will be reduced to about 
soven days. ‘Lhero will be a sea trip of 
600 miles, taking nearly two days; a river 
trip up. the Stickine of one and a half 
days, then 150 miles by rail to Teslin 
Lake, and the balance of the time will be 
ocoupied in crossing the lake and its out- 
lets to, the Yukon and down to Dawson 
City, Any number of river boats are now 
boing built for the service. The C.P.R, 
has already secured ocean steamers for its 
end of the line, und the intention is at 
the earliest possibla moment to give a 
daily service to the Klondike country if 
the demands of the travel require it, 


Several Concerns Interested. 


Apparontiy there are to be a number of 
concerns interested in the project. First 
of all there will be tho C.P.R. on the 
ocean with its steamers, the C,P.R. on 
the Stickino River with a big fleet of 
river boats; the Mackenzle-Mann Railway 
from Glonora to Veslin Lake and several 
othor payigation companies working on 
the lake and down the Yukon. 

‘the Stickine River is a treaty river, 
and the small portion of if that runs 
through Alaska is open and free to Cana- 
dian yessels. Should any difficulty arise 
as fo the question of navigation, the Goy- 
ernment at Ottawa will be getting plans 
ready for the construction of a line from 
Glenora down to Alice Arm, which is a 
port of the Paciflo wholly in Canada. A 
railway from Alice Arm to Glenora would 
be altogether in Canadian territory, but 
not mueh is known of the feasibility of 
building: this road. 





THE DEAL CLOSED. 


Details of the I> Un Not Divulged, But 
Contractors Have Put Up $250,000 to 
Huild It- Yankees Shut Out, 


Ottawa, Jan. 27.—The continued pres- 
ence in Ottawa for several days past of 
Mossrs, Mackenzie and Daniel Mann is 
now explained, It is announced that these 
gentlemen haye closod «a deal with the 
Government for the construction of the 
Stickine River and Teslin Lake Railway, 
either from Glonora or Telegraph Creek, 
at the hoad of navigition on the Stickine, 
to Galbreath’s. Post, on the Teslin, a 
distance of about 180 miles, whence there 
is uninterrupted nayigation to Dawson. 
Hnaincer Jennings’ report shows that the 
line, which will be a narrow gauge one, 
will pass through an undulating country 
where railway construction will be com- 
paratively easy. 

‘The oxact details of the bargain are not 
yet officially announced, but if is under 
stood that Messrs. Mackenzie and Mann 
will wet w) block of land as a subsidy. 
hove will be no cash subsidy, It is obli 
gutory on the contractors that the ling 
must be conrploted by Sept, 1 next, so as 
to permit of supplies being sent into the 
Yukon before next winter. 

\ Healthy Deposit Made, 

As guarantee of their bona fides to 
carry out the stipulations of the contract 
Mackenzie & Mann haye deposited with 


the Government the sum of* $250,000, 
which will be forfeited should they fall, 
But in the lexicon of those enterprising 
men thore is no such word as ‘‘fail,’’ 
Thoy intend going to work at once to 
purchase material and supplies. Before 


muny days are over they will haye nearly 
1,000 men en route to the scone of opera: 
tions. ‘The intention is to draw supplies 
by sleigh oyer the fce from the mouth of 
the Stickino, and fi polut of com- 
moncoment of the railway, first of all to 


make a good trail to Teslin, which will 
be available for the spring rush, ‘The 
British Columbia Government is under- 


stood to be a party to the building of the 
line Close connection will bo made with 
the C.P.R. steamers on this route, and 
it ie not unlikely that that company will 
operate the rallway when built.

mass meeting called for the 

was held on January 27th, and resulted in 
naught but talk, Thefond ho esa of the 
party have beon shattered by the refusal of 
Mr, William H. Biggar, M.P.P., to be- 
come the party's sacrifice, Mr. Henry G. 
Bleucker, of Sidney, was offered the lead- 
ership of the forlorn hope, but was given, 
at his own request, a week to think it 
over. 

The meeting, which was held in the 
Carman Opera House, was at no time dur- 
ing the afternoon very large, there being 
numbers of séats in the house unoccupied. 
The contingent from Trenton was largely 
composed of beardless youths, under age, 
who have no yoico in the selection of a 
representative. No doubt a free ride to 
the city was to many the controlling 
motive. 

The chair was occupied by Mr. H. G. 
Bleecker, of Sidney, President of the Re- 
form Association, and associated with him 
upon the platform were a number of the 
prominent workers of the party in the rid- 
ing. The chairman, in opening the pro- 
ceedings, spoke for some minutes in a 
eulogistic manner of the many acts of the 
Provincial Government, which, he claimed, 
had been performed in the interest of the 
province. ‘The Government should, he 
contended, be sustained, becau-e it had 
goverped the province Well. Mr. Whit- 
ney, the Conservative leader, had no policy 
to offer, with the exception of che little 
pig, which was even dead. (Laughtor.) He 
then called for nominations. 

Mr. Geo. A. White, of Trenton, pro- 
posed Mr. W. H. Biggar, and the motion 
was supported by Dr. Simmons, EF. G, 
Sills and others, who spoke of Mr. Biggar 
as the man who could lead the party to 
victory. 

There being no other nomination at 
this time it was made unanimous, and was 
cordially received. 

Mr. Biggar, upon rising to respond, 
was received with cheers. He stated that 
it was A great honor to represent West 
Hastings, and he appreciated the loyal 
support that had been given him in the 
past. He had striven to ‘represent tho 
electors faithfully. He supported the 
present Government because there was 
only one party there, namely, the Liberal 
party. Mr. Whitney had no poliey on 
which to appeal to the people. In speak- 
ing of the nomination which had been 
tendered him, he said it was difficult for 
him to say no, but he would have to say it, 
as it was impossible for him to be the can- 
didate again, for reasons which ho had 
given in private toa number of friends. 
He was, however, not the only mau in the 
party who could carry the banner to victory 
and he would, in declining the nomination, 
state that he would do all in his power to 


secure the election of the Liberal candidate 
whoever he might be. 


The declination of Mr. Biggar to become 
the candidate was an apparent surprise to 
the vast majority of those present, and it 
had the effect of dampening their ardor 
perceptibly. 

The Chairman stated that, as the meet- 
ing had been called to select a candidate, 
and Mr. Biggar had declined the nomi- 
nation, he would ask for nominations, 

The following names were submitted : 
Messrs. J. M. Farley, H. G. Bleecker, FE. 
G.Sills, ex-M.P.P., Dr.Simmons, of #rank- 
ford; J.G. Frost, T. S. Carman, Ald. 
McCamon, Jno. Williams, O.D, McCaulay, 
J. LL. Biggar, Dr. McColl, Dr. Farley, of 
Belleville ; A. Parent, Geo. A. White and 
J, Bigelow, of Trenton. 

The various gontlemen nominated 
called upon and all retired. 

Mr. Bleecker said there were plenty of 
good names submitted and among them 
gentlemen who could carry the West Rid- 
ing. He did not believe he could carry 
the Riding. 

Rev. Dr. Gardiner, of Belleville, spoke 
at some length eulogizing the Government 
and announcing that he had always been a 
Liberal, as was his father before him.

avrangling respecting it have been almost 
|emdless, We never have been able to ad- 
jurt, and apparently never can adjust it, 
80:08 to quieb the public mind and pleaso 
UL sclusses. It is not so respecting any 
«pher occupation or trade, There seems to 
be a universal agreement that the traffic 
is bad, and therefore it is nob wonderful 
that many desire to prohibit it, Touching 
this point the doctor held that it was tho 
right and power of the people to prohibit 
that which gayo a license its value. 
Tracing Cause and Effect. 

The next position taken was that as 
tho principle of prohibition was applied 
just in that proportion haye the morals 
of the people In the vicinity gauged and 
reeorded in the polico courts gone up or 
down, The most noted illustration of the 
ovil effects of the diminution of the pro- 
hibitory principle and the enlargement of 
license was seen in the Wnoglish Beer Law 
of 1880, ho unstinted sale caused the 
peopio to assume ‘a beastly

| The demoralization was so general and 


continuous that botn Lord Wellington and 
Lord Brougham frankly confessed to a 
change of vpinion before a year had 
Lord francis Edgerton said he 
considered the bill as promotive of onorm- 
ous evils, and that no bill had ever been 
more productive of drunkenness and im- 
morality than this. In contrast to this 
state of affairs Dr. 
mony as to the Forbes-MeKenzie Act as 
applied to Scotland, and so deeply con- 
yinced were the Scotch members of Par- 
liament that this law tended to improve 
the moral condition of the pcvople, that 
when a similar bill was proposed for Ire- 
land forty-three out of the forty-eight 
Scoteh members voted for it.

“The Scott Act in Ontario looks to me 
like a Lee-Metford rifle which a cowardly 
soldier has thrown away, and taking to 
his heels, has condemned the gun to ex- 
cuse his cowardice. The Aot is still in 
force in many counties in Canada and is 
doing much good in the hands of men 
who hayo the courage of their conyictions 
and backbone." 

Halton County, where Dr. Lucas was 
reared to manhood, was quoted as a county 
that showed amazing evidence of the 
benefits of prohibition. The third year 
after the adoption of the Act arrests for 
drinking in Halton compared with other 
counties nearby were as follows: Went- 
worth, 666, or one in 98; Wellington, 
285, or one in 819; Halton, three, or one 
in 7,384. During the Scott Act regime 
the judges were presented with white 
gloyes on every occasion, a thing said to 


| be unparalleled in the history of any 


other county in Ontario. 
Dr. Grant's Warning.

Thore Is Said to be Such an Understand- 
ing—Sir Charlee Tuppor Approves. 

Montreal, Jan, 28.—It is pretty well 
understood that Messrs. Mackenzie and 
Mann will build the Teslin Lake Railway 
and then lease it to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway on about the same condition as 
those under which the great railway came 
into possession of the Calgary and Ed- 
monton and other lines now being 
worked as part of the C.P.R. systom. Mr. 
Dan Mann left yesterday for the Pacific 
Coast. 

The Witness reviewed the case ina 
leader last night and camo to the conclu- 
sion that the arrangement is a good one 
for the country.

Before leaying for Ottawa yestorday 
afternoon Sir Charles Tupper made the 
following statement: 

‘‘T am very glad to have seen tho im- 
portant change made in the gold mining 
regulations in the Canadian Yukon, 
which Llopg ago denounced as utterly 
impracticable and unjust, but lam of the 
opinion that they will haye to be still 
more largely modified in order to be ren- 
dered at all defensible. I notice with very 
great pleasure thy announcement that 
the Government haye promptly provided 
for the maintenance of an all-Canadian 
route to that great gold mining centre, 
towards which the eyes of the world are 
so strongly directed. I haye no doubt the 
steps they have taken to secure prompt 
construction of a sled road between the 
Stikine River and ‘Teslin Lake, to be 
made into a good trail so soon as the 
snow disappears, and followed by the 
construction of a railway to be opened by 
September next, will meet with the ap- 
proyal of Parliament. I regard these 
measures us of incalculable yalue to Can- 
ada, and shall be only too glad to give 
the Government the best support in my 
power on a question of such vital import- 
ance at this moment. It is greatly to be 
regretted that the Government has not 
earlier seen the necessity, which was ap- 
parent to a great many other persons 
who have investigated the subject, of 
providing tho means of maintaining com- 
munication between Dawson City and the

A woll-known manufacturer says that, 
on the order of a London merehant he 
has turned out a hundred riflos and a ton 
of ammunition weekly for the last three 
years. ‘Tho rviflos consisted of Martinis 
and Leo-Metfords, the British magazine 
rifle. The Persian authorities, it seoms, 
winked at these irregularitios until Great 
Britain intervened, Cho firm was prepar- 
ing to turn out 2,000 weapons monthly 
to the same customer.

TOM NULTY’S SPIRITUAL ADVISER. 








The Rey. Abbe Baillairge Makes Some 
Important Statements as a Witness. 


Joliette, Que., Jan. 28.—In Tom Nul- 
ty's trial yesterday Rey. Abbe Baillairge 
was tho most linportant witness. Tom 
made a confession to the witness as his 
spiritual adyiser. The story as told to 
him does not differ materially from that 
told to the detective and reporters. Tom 
had also said that he had never thought 
of such a thing as making room in the 
house for a wife and had never mado 
such a statement, ; 

Witness further said prisoner's replies 
impressed him as being sincere. The 
Cure had at first condemned the prisoner, 
and ina couple of letters, written to 
Montreal papers, had said that he was a 
fit subject for the gallows. Since then he 
had learned of many things which caused 
him to reyerse his opinion. He had found 
that Tom’s grandfather had been a great 
drunkard and that his grandmother had 
been insane. Tom was extremely absent- 
minded, a thing uncommon among very 
illiterate persons. He was subject to 
groundless fears and hallucinations. He 


owas tuld the prisoner was subject to fits. _ 


Dr. Lamarche, a professor of Laval 
University, testifled as an expert. He had 
fond prisoner's head to be of abnormal 
shape. ‘Lhe top cs the head also yielded to 
pressure of the hands, an act which 
caused tears to flow from Tom’s eyes, 

In answer to a leading question put by 
the defence, witness said a degenerate, 
whose head was abnormally formed or 
epileptic, a severe wound, such as a deep 
cut with an ax, would aggravate the pre- 
disposition of epilepsy. If, as proven, pri- 
soner had seen strange birds on the road 
at night, he would say that there was 
something wrong with his head. Assum- 
ing that prisoner lost consclousness after 
the crime he would not attribute it to 
fear, but rather to tho same disease as 
impelled him to commit the crime. 

The Court had a question to ask: 
‘Would it be possible,’’ asked the Judge, 
“for the opileptic to haye an entire 
knowledge of his act, yet at the same 
time be unable to restrain himself from 
committing it?’ 

Dr. Lamarche replied in the affirma- 
tive. There could be knowledge without 
responsibility. 

Yo counsel for the defence, witness 
stated that the fact that all the victima 
had received their death blows in exactly 
the same place, the blows haying been 
dealt with great force, was to his mind a 


yery strong proof of epilepsy. The witness _ 


then gaye some instances where epileptics 
had committed crimes without motive 
loss of consciousness at the time of the 
deod or immediately afterwards always

MISS FITZGIBBON’S 


LECTURE | 


On a Leaf From Canadian History-- 


A Brilliant Discourse. 


A select audience assembled in Alberta 
Hall last night and listened to 4 most In- 
toresting lecture on the above subject from 
Miss FitzGibbon. Mr. J. J. B. Flint, as 
chairman, introduced the lecturer 
former resident of Belleville, and one who 
had a warm spot in her heart tor the old 
city, He referred to the fact of Miss FitzGib- 
bon being grand-daughter of the talonted 
Canadian authoress, Mrs. Moodie, who 
resided for so many years in this city, and 
who had done so much for Canada iv at- 
tracting attention to the country 10 the 
earlier days of her history. Mr, Flint add- 
od that Miss FitzGibbon had boon travel- 
ling from place to place in the Dominion 
founding Canadian Historical Societies and 
arousing @ patriotic national sentiment. 

Miss FitzGibbon prefaced her lecture by 

saying how glad she was that she was per- 
mizted to visit Belleville, her birthplace, 
where she had passed so many pleasant 
years. In commencing her lecture she re- 
forred to many points in the history of 
Canada which rendered our Dominion 
unique among the nations of the world. 
She said that Canada was the only country 
that had successfully fused without blood- 
shed two nations alien in blood, religion 
and language ; had the greatest railroad 
and fisheries ; the only country which had 
gained responsible government without 
separation feom the parent land. The 
first steamship which crossed the Atlantic 
sailed from Quebec. Canada was tho birth- 
place of the great Edison, That the Do- 
minion had the first place among all the 
Colonies in the affection of the Queen. 

She vividly pictured many incidents of 
the war of 1812, among them the battle on 
Queenston Heights. Views were exhibit- 
ed of the battle and death of Gen. Brock, 
the battle ground of Lundy’s Lane, the 
grave of the heroine of the lecture, 
Laura S~rord, accompanied by an excellent 
poruai. .f the venerable old lady, who in 
one sense, may be regarded as having pre- 
served the Western part of Canada to the 
British Crown. 

Ool. FitzGibbon was the grandfather of 
the lecturer, and occupied a prominent 
nosition during the war. On one occasion 

© was fired at by a soldier at a short dis- 
tance, felt the impact of the bullet, caught 
tho man by the neck and got all the infor- 
mition he could from him and let him go, 
the man declaring to his comrades they 
might as well save their ammunition as far 
as FitzGibbon was concerned, as he bore a 
charmed life. The fact was the bullet 
dropped through a sapling before reaching 
the Colonel, FitzGibbon, with 50 men, 
was encamped at a place not far from Sc. 
Ca:harines. An American, Gen. Brewster, 
with 600 men, started to capture him. 
Laura Secord, a young married woman, de- 
termined to save her country at the peril of 
her own life,and driving her cow through the 
woods passed through the American lines, 
endured much hardship, passing through 
sWimps, devoured by mosquitoes, and 
dreading to be killed by Indians or 
soldiers. She found FitzGibbon, and he, 
wilh his men, went in search of Brewster, 
who was encamped in an open field. —Dis- 
tributing his few men through the woods 
and telling them to give their war-whoops 
unceasingly, FitzGibbon, with a handker-

chiof tied to his gun, marched out into the 
open and summoned the General to sur- 


render. The reply was, ‘I am not ac- 


customed to surrender to unseen forces.”

Sin,—The financial condition the 
province is, in my judgment, the question 
of all others that should be discussed in the 
press and on the platform daring the cam: 
paign presently to be entered upon. If 
the people are only shown the actual con 
dition of the finances, they will, I believe, 
make a change in the Administration, It 
will devolve upon the Opposition to make 
the state of affairs manifest, for it is evi- 
dently the purpose of the Government to 
hide it.

The people of the province are in a simi- 
ilar position to the shareholders of a joint 
stock company. ‘Tho latter commit their 
aftsirs yearly to the managementof a Board 
of Directors, and at the end of the year 
they come together in annusl meeting for 
the purpose, mainly, of examining and 
discussing the balance sheet. Collateral 
matters may be taken up, but the financial 
statement, showing the revenue and the 
cost of working, and the assets and liabili- 
ties, are the subjects about which they are 
chiefly concerned. At sucha meeting the 
shareholders expect to have placed in their 
hands, and, unless it be a company after 
the type of Postmaster-General Mulock’s 
Loan Company, they will have placed in 
their hands, such a statement, clear, com- 
prehensive, reliable, and easily understood. 
A statement of this character will not claim 
a3 revenue or earnings the proceeds of a 
note discounted or of land sold ; nor will it 
in giving the present financial condition of 
the SORA, arrive at the result by show 
ing all the assets and deducting from them 
only the debts payable within the year, 
An attempt at such deception on the part 
of a Board of Directors would be proof of 
trickery fora purpose, and its exposure 
would be followed by expulsion froin oftice. 


The imposture which IT am supposing on 
the part of the directors of a company is 
that which the Ontario Government are 
actually practising. The financial state- 
ments which they publish 


ARE NOT TRUE. 


(1) They show as part of the revenue, 
available for ordinary expenditure for 
current purposes, the money raised from 
the sale of annuities, or the promissory 
notes of the province, Justas well might 
a Inerchant claim that the proceeds of his 
own note discounted at a bank was a profit 
of his business, which he would be justified 
in spending for living or personal expenses. 

(2) In presenting the financial condition 
of the province the Government gives all 
the assets, everything is brought in that is 
available to pay debts, but instead of 
placing against the whole of the assets all 
the liabilities, it places only the debts pre- 
sontly payable, by doing which it shows, 
falsely, a sutplus of assets over liabilities. 
Would such proceedings be tolerated in 
commercial affairs? Say that a railway 
company is endeavoring to effect a loan on 
a second issue of bonds. Financial houses 
to whom the bonds are offered for sale ask 
for a statement of the Company's financial 
position. It is furnished ; all the assets 
are included, but the liability on the first 
issue of bonds is omitted from the statement 
of debts.’ Asked the reason, the child-like 
and bland reply is give, Oh, those bonds 
are not presently payable, they will not be 
due fora dozen years, and are therefore 
not really liabilities now. Take anothor 
example. Here is a merchant seeking a 
new or extended line of credit from a 
wholesale house. He is asked for an ex- 
hibit of his assets and liabilities, which is 
produced, Apparently he is in a flourish- 
ing condition, as he shows a large surplus 
of assets over liabilities. The wholesale 
man desiring to verify the figures sends an 
acountant to investigate. He reports that 
the man is actually insolvent when all 
his liabilities sre placed against 
his assets. The statement he 
exhibited, while it showed all his assets; 
showed only the debts presently payable. 
Ordinary standards of commercial morality 
would declare that the company and the 
merchant guilty of such deception were dis- 
honest and fraudulent, and deserved to be 
punished. Can a Government be guilty of 
similar practices and escape the penalty ? 
It is lamentable to think that the men who 
rule this great province, who in private 
life and in their own affairs are all honor- 
able men, should sev such

in public financial matters for political 
purposes. [say deceit deliberately, aud 
justify the word by a circular issued by the 
Government itself to municipalities in the 
year 1897. Itis dated at Toronto, July 
5th, and is addressed to the municipal 
auditors, instructing them in the require: 
ments of the statute and of the Government 
in the performance of their duties, and in 
makiog returns to the department, Para- 
graph 3 says: ‘*Debenture liabilities 
should show the whole amount of each 
dobt outstanding, and not merely the next 
payment for which taxes have been levied.”

Witness the promises of economy 
given by the Reform party before securing 
oftice at Ottawa, and their record since— 
an increase of the expenditure by wany 
millions beyond the highest point ever 
reached by their predecessors. ‘The people 
ot Ontario will require to be told how and 
where savings are going to be effected by 
the new Administration. In this letter I 
will refer to only one of the many ways in 
which that desirable end can and may be 
attained. 

The Reform Government has for twenty- 
five years—the term of its control in On- 
tario been acting on the principle that cer- 
tain favored members of the community 
may, by securing an appointment to some 
office, derive an income from the people 
and render little or no equivalent in ser- 
vicv. Members of the Government, mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and their relatives 
to the last degree of relationship, and the 
prominent party workers, have made office 
the goal to be striven for. 

THE GOVERNMENT HAS KEPT 

POWER 
by the offices it has created and maintains. 
Iknow of no just reason for the exist- 
ence of an office except that there is work 
required to be done, and I cannot conceive 
of any other reason for the appointment of 
a man to that office except to do 
the work. No other principle would 
be tolerated in managing a _ busi- 
ness. But what do we see under the 
Ontario Government? Men appointed 
to offices which they farm out to others, 
We see sherifts, registars, clerks of courts, 
and other officials practising as physicians, 
conducting business and manufacturing 
establishments and someliving in luxurious 
idleness, while their official duties are at- 
tended to by clerks at small salaries. No 
such practice grew up under the Conserv- 
ative regime in the Dominion. Collectors 
of customs and of inland revenue, post- 
masters, and all such officials, appointed by 
the Dominion Government, are pu’ in 
their respective offices to perform the 
work of that office. They cannot farm 
it out and go into some other business or 
live in idleness. I hold that work done in 
every public office in Ontario is work 
done by the province. The charge made 
for the service rendered to the public 
should go to the people’s treasury 
direct, every cent: and to the of- 
ficials necessary to perform, and who 
actually perform, the work a fair salary 
should be given. Let this principle be 
adopted and at once is solved the problem 
of keeping the expenditure of the province 
within the income. Which is more im- 
portant, .that highly paid officialism be 
maintained, or that the people be relieved 
of the possibility or necessity of direct 
taxation ? The net income derived through 
fees trom the people by registrars and 
legal officers, such as Local Masters and 
Crown Attorneys, in 1896, was $368,000. 
lf that money were turned into the 
Provincial Treasury, it is safe to say that 
$212,708, the amount of the deficit ac- 
knowledged by the Government for 1896, 
could be ratained there, and the balance 
would more than provide as goo1 salaries 
for the necessary officials as they could 
earn if left, like the rest of the people, to 
earn their own living. 

It is not pleasant to cite the individual 
cases to illustrate the injustice to the public 
of the methods pursuet by the Government, 
butin public discussion it is necessary. 
Years ago the County of Hastings used to 
be visited at election times by

named Tait. He was an able debater and 
rendered yeoman service to the Reform 
party. Mr. Tait is no longer available for 
the stump. Having missed him, I have 
been inquiring the cause of his disappear- 
ance, and find that he is now registrar 
of the Surrogate Court of the County of 
York, and is at the same time managing 
his bakery business. His net income from 
his Government office last year, according 
to the report of ‘the inspector of legal 
oftices, was $3,485.95. An extra clerk at 
$700 « year would do all that Mr, Tait ac- 
complishes. The people of Ontario are 
actually in this case paying $2,800 a year 
to Mr, Tait as a reward for services render- 
ed to one of the political parties. In every 
county, city and town inthe province 
cases similar to the one mentioned may be 
found. 

Lash whether Mr. Whitney, when he 
sits down with his Cabinet to consider how 
to make both ends meet, will have much 
difficulty in effecting the financial reforms 
that will be necessary to accomplish his 
purpose? Mr, Mulock, the Postmaster- 
General, on the plea of economy, recently 
dismissed from the Belleville Post-Office 
the postmaster and half the stafl. Such 
action, where necessary, would bo commend- 
able if it were adopted as 4 principle and 
applied in the post-oftices throughout the 
Dominion; but we know that action was 
taken here on the demand of political par- 
tisans, in which demand personal spite and 
individual selfishness were prominent, and 
taken elsewhere. When Mr. 
enters upon the duty of cutting 
lown oxpenses in Ontario his action wiil 
not be partiean and local, The patriotic 
principle of economy throughout the whole 
public sorvice, the | eeping ol the oxpond- 
iture within the income, in the interest of 
will be the motive for his action.

Mutiny on Board « British Vessel Of the 
. Pacific Coust. 


‘Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 29.—Seven sailors 
of the Britsh barque Marion Frazier mu- 
tined and engaged in a terrifle fight 
while the vessol was towed to sea Sun- 
day.

“The other method is to recelye from 
the shipper a bond insuring the payment 
of duties if required. A manifest is sent 
with the goods for the use of the Goyern- 
inent agents at the point of exit, In case 
of fayorable comparison between manifest 
and goods the bond of the shipper will 
be cancelled. No particular form of bond 
will be required, the collector at Dyca 
being allowed some discretion. Assistant 
Secretary Howell has taken into account 
the complaints which haye come from 
several quarters, notably the Chamber of 
Commerce of Vancouver, and he believes 
that the forthcoming regulations will be 
acceptable to Canadians generally. The 
bogotiations hayo boon made with due 
consideration of the wishes of the Cana- 
dian Goyernment, and the interests of the 
two countries haye been considered in a 
reciprocal spirit.’’ 





CORDELIA’S BROTHER 





Is Called to the Witness Box to Testify 
Against His Sister. 


St. Scholastique, Que., Jan. 29.—The 
first witness called in the Poirier case 
yesterday morning was Edmund Viau, 
farmer, of St. Canute, and Cordelia’s 
brother. He said: ‘‘I often went to my 
brother-in-law’s house, and three or four 
times I saw Sam Parslow there. One day 
I went to see Fiither Pineault on some 
business, and while I was there I asked 
him what he thought of Sam and Corde- 
lia’s relations. He answered me, ‘‘It is 
very hard to preyent people from speak- 
ing of such matters.’’ I saw my sister 
many times at Bouvyrette’s the day fol- 
lowing the murder, but I did not speak 
of it to her.”’ 

In cross-examination, he declared that 
he was not on good terms with the pri- 
soner, because he opposed her marriage, 
telling her Poirier was a drunkard and a 
lazy good-for-nothing. 

The witness seemed to haye forgotten 
many facta since he gaye his evidence 
before Magistrate Demartigny. 

Detective Creyier and Joseph Cyr were 
then called, and identified the revolver, 
the victim’s shoes, etc. 

Justice Behind a Screen. 

Coroner Mignault was put on the stand 
at half-past two in the afternoon. He was 
in the Judge’s room behind the screen 
with High Constable Brazeau when the 
prisoner made her confession of the mur- 
der, and he corroborated in all points 
the evidence of Brazeau and Detective 
McCaskill as to this confession. He 
stated further that on the day of the 
arrest he had a conversation with the pri- 
soner and he told her: ‘If you know tho 
guilty man it is better for you to give 
his name, because justice will cer- 
tainly discoyer him.’’ The prisoner gaye 
him no answer. ‘The proof of the Crown 
finished with this witness and the defence 
will not be long, a few witnesses only 
haying been called. 

The Defence. 

Tom Keogh, a young man of St. Can- 
ute, was the first witness for the defence. 
The only important fact he stated was 
that two years ago at a dancing party 
which happened at Mrs. Poirier’s house 
Mr. John Hall put the prisoner on his 
knee. 

Mrs. Hebert of Montreal, sister of Cor- 
della Viau, was the lust witness yester- 
day. She said that the late Isidore Poir- 
jer boarded at her house two or three 
years ago and he often told her that he 
would kill himself. He spoke so when he 


was drunk and told her that ho had 
enough of life. Sho knew Mr, John Hall 
very woll and said that he was an old 


regular boarder and that hur sister often 
told her that she did not like him, She 
stated that she went Into the room of the 
murder with the prisoner on the 25th of 
November to got some handkerchiefs, and 
this contradicts McCaskill’s ovidence 
on that point.

Btantos, Who Was Very Til Ie Savannah 


Frank L, Stanton, the popular Georgia 
poot, always speaks up for General Sher 
man when he hears any severe criticism 
of that famous commander's mothods, 

The story told by Stanton has never 
found its way into print, but it deserves 
a place among the minor incidents and 
reminiscences of the war period. 

** When Savannah fell,’ said Stanton, 
"*T was a little chap about 8 years old, 
The confusion and tumult in the streets 
frightened me, and I was afraid to go 
very far from the house, 

“Young as I was, I understood that 
something very serious had occurred, 
Instead of seeing Confederate soldiers 
parading the streets with a few Federal 
prisoners I saw thousands of Federals 
awarming through the town, and thoy 
had a great many Confederates under 
guard. 

“Tho situation bad been reversed, 
That was plain, even to a child. 

“My father was very ill, in the last 
stages of consumption, and my mother 
Was worn out with anxiety and the 
oares of the household. Our neighbors 
were panic stricken, and everybody 
seemed to be expecting some awful ca- 
lamity. 

‘*Penned up there as we had been for a 
long time, without supplies and with- 
out any money except worthless Confed- 
erate currency, the outlook was gloomy 
enough. How was my sick father to get 
the things he needed? That was the 
problem with my mother. 

“Somebody told General Sherman 
about my father and mentioned the fact 
that he was a kinsman of a yery distin- 
guished and powerful officer on the Un- 
ion side, 

**One day when I entered my father’s 
room I found three Federal officers sit- 
ting there in pleasant conversation with 
the invalid and my mother. 

“I was soared and started to run, but 
one of the strangers, a middle aged man 
with a roughly trimmed brown beard, 
called me back. He asked my name, and 
before I knew it had me on his knee, 
and he said so many nice things to me 
that I took quite a fancy to him. 

‘‘He was General Sherman, and he 
had called with two of his staff officers 
to see my father. When the visitors 
loft, the general told my mother at the 
door that he knew all about the incon- 
yeniences of a siege and insisted upon 
sending from the army stores something 
that would suit a sick man. 

‘Under the circumstances such an 
offer could not be declined. It wasa 
picnio for the children of the family, I 
can tell you. 

‘After that, while the general was in 
the city, something was sent to the 
house eyery day. Brandy, wine, loaf 
sugar, lemons, beef, chickens, coffee, 
vegetables and I don’t know what else 
came in generous quantities. We had 
plenty for the family and for our near- 
est nighbors. 

‘*Nor was that all. The general sent 
one of the best physicians in the hos- 
pital service, and the last days of my 
father were made far more comfortable 
than we had hoped for under the ad- 
verse conditions of those dark days. 

“‘General Sherman came to the house 
once more before he left Savannah. I 
cannot remember what he said, but he 
was sympathetic and he said something 
about the pleasure it gave him to aid a 
relative of his distinguished friend at 
Washington. 

“‘At that time I was very fond of a 
showy uniform, and it vexed my child- 
ish mind to see my friend the general 
always dressed so shabbily. .His staff 
officers presented a better appearance, 
and some of them were really gorgeous 
in their spectacular rig. 

“The other boys and the negroes 
agreed with me that the commander 
must be in yery hard luck or he would 
certainly dress better. Still, I was then 
convinced that he was a wonderfully 
Wise man. With my pockets full of his 
loaf sugar, which I had surreptitiously 
abstracted from the pantry, I would 
have been ungrateful if I had formed 
any other opinion. 

“Sherman left the city and marched 
onward through the Carolinas, and that 
ended the war. 

‘*No, I never saw him again. My fa- 
ther died, and I lived in different places, 
my work keeping me so busy that I had 
no time to think of the general or any- 
body else not connected with my imme- 
diate business. I wish now that I had 
seen him before he passed away. As it 
is, I can only recall him as he appeared 
to my boyish and wondering eyes, un- 
der circumstances which did not give 
me an opportunity to study him. No 
matter what may be said of his conduct 
in war, I cannot help liking him. He 
was a good friend just when we most 
needed one.’’—Chicago Times-Herald.

BLUE LAWS. 


Bome of tho Peculiar Enactments That 
Obtained In Old Virginia. 

Those who fancy that strict laws 
wero pecaliar to New England in colo- 
nial days should read some of the enact- 
ments of the Virginia assembly. 

“Tt was enacted,’’ writes Professor 
Jobn Fiske in ‘‘Old Virginia and Her 
Neighbors,’’ that any person found 
drunk was for the first offense to be pri- 
yately reproved by the minister; the 
second time thia reproof was to be pub- 
licly administered; the third timo the 
offender must be put in irons for 12 
hours and pay a fine; for any subsequent 
offenses he must be severely punished at 
the discretion of the governor and coun- 
pil. 

“To guard the community against ex- 
sessive vanity in dress it was enactod 
that for all public contributions every 
unmarried man must be assessed in 
church ‘according to bis own apparel,’ 
and every married man must be assess- 
ed ‘according to his own and his wife's 
apparel.’ 

‘‘Not merely extravagance in dress, 
but such social misdemeanors as flirting, 
Peceived due legislative condempation, 
Pretty maids were known to encourage 
hopes in more than one suitor, and gay 
deceivers of the sterner sex would somo- 
times seek to win the affections of two 
or more women at tho same time, 
Wherefore it was enacted that ‘every | 
minister should give notice in his 
church that what man or woman soover 
should use any word or speech tending 
to a contract of marriage to two several } 
persons at one time as might entangleor | 
breed scruples in their consciences, | 
abould for such their offense, either un- | 
dorgo corporal correction (by whipping) } 
or be punished by fine or otherwise, ao- 
cording to the quality of the person so | 
offending.’’ 

Moen were held to more strict account- 
ability for the spoken or written word | 
than in theso shameless modern days. |

find prosonting a petition to the assom- 
bly to grant him due satisfaction against 
a neighbor who has addressed to him a 
letter ‘‘wherein be taxeth him both un- 
soemly and amisa of certain things | 
wherein he was never faulty.’’

ers. He pointed out that through the 
influence of the Red Oross Society the Im 
perial Gevernniont has loaned to Canada 
two complete sets of accoutrements, in- 
cluding packs and paniors, for a bearer 
company. The regimental medical staff 
consists of surgeon, ass. surgeon and bearer 
section, the bearer section being composed 
of two men from each company. ‘These 
men wear the letters S. B. on their left 
arms and do not now wear the Red Cross 
because no combftanbh is allowed, by 
the troaty of Berno, to woar 
that mark of peace, except the non-com- 
missioned ofticors in charge. A full boarer 
company would consist of sixty-four mem- 
bers, but here in Canada usually the 
stretcher bearers have no detached service 
and do not carry rifle@jpand are, therefore, 
not so numerous.

Reindeer for Transportation Work. 

The Department of ‘rade and Com 
merce has receiyed a communication from 
Mr. Sontnm, agent of the department, 
from Christiania, Norway. He montions 
that parties at prosent visiting Trondhom, 
Norway, are purchasing 1,000 reindeer 
for a company which proposes to utilize 
them ih the Canadian Yukon. One hun- 
dred men haye been engaged for the pur- 
pose of assisting in the transportation of 
these animals to this continent, Mr. Son- 
tum, from his own knowledge, says it 
will be difficult to find fodder for the 
reindeer. He points out, moreoyer, that 
the experience of the Laplanders, who 
visited the United States under contract 
with the Government flye years ago, to 
bring out reindeer and care for them, was 
not of the most encouraging character. 
The men were to receive 100 kroner each 
per month, and their trayeling oxpenses 
both ways, but the Goyernment did not 
live up to its bargain. Several of these 
men haye returned home and reported 
that many of the reindeer did not thrive 
very well on account of the lack of moss 
for food. 

U.S. Yukon Relief Expedition. 

The Customs Department has been ad- 
vised that the American relief expedition 
will leave Portland, Ore., about Feb. 1, 
and will proceed northward in two divi- 
sions, one taking the Dalton route, the 
other the Chilkoot trail. An Order-in- 
Council must be passed here permitting 
the supplies to enter Canadian territory 
frec. Unofficial adyices point to an early 
settlement of the customs difficulties now 
prevailing on the western frontier.

A SECRET DESPATCH. 
The ‘fsung-Li-Yamen Has Issued One to 
High Chinese Officials, | 


London, Jan. 81.—A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from Shanghai says a secret 
du-pateh has been issued by the Tsung- 
Li-Yamen to certain high officials, in- 
forming them that Russia warned China 
that if Kiao-Chou were granted to Ger- 
many Russia would demand either Ta- 
Lion-Wan or Port Arthur. According to 
the same despatch, it is asserted at 
Shanghai on good authority that China 
consents to Russians being at the head 
of her customs and railways. 

At the present moment, says the Daily 
Muil’s correspondent, there are 10,000 
Russian troops in Ta-Lien-Wan and Port 
Arthur, Russian agents haye been sent to 
Tien-T’sin (the port of Pekin) and to 
Japan to purchase coal and food, and 60,- 
000 bags of wheat have been bought at 
Tien-Tsin. —

Ministers in Ottawa and Ontario are out 
Heroding all former Governments in grant- 
ing exclusive favors to contractors. The 
' Toronto Worup has taken strong grounds 

against these concessions, and says : 

The Yukon Railway deal must be fought, 

The Rainy River deal must be fought. 

They must be fought in the Ontario elec 
tions and in Parliament. 

They must be fought in public meetings. 

We believe the Liberal party has signed 
its death warrant in its Crow's Nest Pass 
deal, Yukon deal and Drummond County 
deal. The Globe endorses them all. 

Public opinion can be roused oa these 
transactions to hurl the xiberals from 
power, It can be done in one session if the 
people are in carnest. 

The Yukon deal was carried out on ex 
actly the same lines as the arrangement 
with Dan Rose for the publication of Mr. 
Ogilvie’s report. In each transaction it 
was represented that the work was urgent 
and had to be done on the rush. In each 
case valuable concessions were parted with 
without regard to their value in the open 
ioarket. Tenders were not asked ‘for in 
either transaction, Nothing was known 
about the intention of the Government to 
c eate a monopoly of Ogilvie’s report or of 
railway transportation to the Y ukon. The 
two deals were analogous in every particu- 
lar. The only difference between them was 
in the relative money value of the two 
monopolies. The Yukon monopelet will 
makea million for every $10, made by 
Dan Rose. Itis said a quarter of million 

copies of the report will be sold in the Unit- 
ed States alone, so that there appears to be 
big money even in the Ogilvie monopoly. 
The Government will find it impossible to 
successfully defend either of these bare-

Under the Manhood Suffrage Registration 
Acta Board of Rogistrara is* constituted. 
Tho Board must hold four sittings for tho 
registration of voters; the first of the sit- 
tings to be held cn the seventh day after 
the dissolution of the House, ‘The sittings 
continue from ten o'clock in the morning 
of wach day till nine o' lock in the evening 
with intormissions from one o'clock till two 
o'clock and from six o'clock to half past 
seven. As arule,in order to have his namo 
registered, a voter must attend personally 
before a Registrar during the sittings. 
Provision, however, is made for th: 
registration in a few cases of absentees wh) 
are unable to attend the sittings by reasons 
of sickness or temporary absence from thu 
city. 

The duty of every Conservative electo: 
is plain. In the first place, he should seo 
whether his name isentered on Part I. of 
the Municipal Voters’ List; if not on that 
list, then he should attend on one of the 
four days of the sittings and register his 
name. Let no elector neglect attendi » 
to this matter merely because he has owne:! 
property and voted for years past. In 
compiling a list of hundreds of names, orr- 
ors are unvoidable, and a large property- 
owner whose name has been on the list re- 
gularly for twenty years may haye been 
left off the list for 1898, It is perhaps 
hardly necessary to mention that a further 
duty restson the elector whose name is 
properly entered or registered on the Vot- 
ers’ List and that is to attend early on tho 
morning of election day at his proper po!l- 
ing booth and record his vote for the Lib- 
eral-Conservative candidate.

SMOKED CANARY BIRDS, 


Do Clouds From a Pipe Develop a Rich 
Color In Their Plumage? 

A little old shoemaker who has a 
busy, old style cobbling shop on the east 
tide is a bird fancier, and he has pe- 
culiar ideas about canaries. One night 
ho was sitting on his leather covered 
bench, smoking an extremely odorous 
quality of tobacco in a black pipe. A 
customer was waiting for him to finish 
straightening up a worn heel, and he 
mude seyeral remarks concerning the 
birds which hung about the cobbler’s 
shop. They were fancy birds, and he 
could not help noticing it. Finally he 
asked the shoemaker how he got such 
richly colored birds. 

‘It's part in the breeding and part in 
the atmosphere,’’ said the cobbler. 
‘You raise birds in a shop where two 
or three men are constantly smoking, 
aid in timo you will get the darkest 
orauge color if you use a little judg- 
ment in mating and they don’t run to 
green.”’ 

“I should think that tobacco smoke 
would: be unwholesome for the birds,’’ 
said the visitor. 

“On the contrary, it makes them 
hardy and seems to be good for them 
every way. Women who have canaries 
would do well to put them where they 
can get a little tobacco smoke once in 
awhile, although [don’t think cigarette 
smoke would do them much good. What 
they need is strong tobacco smoke from 
an old pipo like this or the smoke from 
a black-cigar. I’ve raised my best birds 
when I had two jours working in this 
little slop with me and all of us smok- 
ing pretty nearly all the time.’’ 

Then the old man sighed and said: 
‘That was before they half soled and 
heeled shoes while you wait—before 
machines were used for cobbling. No 
two or three jours and an apprentice for 
menow, I sit here alone, with my birds, 
pegeing away and keeping them well 
smoked.’’—New York Sun. - 
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Road and River, 

The brave Pierre Stuppa, the Swiss
